JOINT COMMISSION FAILS. 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH CANADA 
COME TO A STANDSTILL. 


Representatives Adjourn Till August 
on Finding Themselves Unable to 
Agree—Alaska Boundary the Chief 
Trouble — Canadians Claim United 
States Territory—Want a Port on 
Lynn Canal—Unacceptable Plans of 


Arbitration. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
After nearly eight months’ deliberation in 
Quebec and Washington the Anglo-Ameri- 
can High Joint commission, appointed to 
settle the questions in dispute between the 
United States and the Dominion of Canada 
and to frame a treaty, adjourned at 5:30 
o’clock this evening, without having ac- 
complished anything. 

Nominally the commission adjourned un- 
til Aug. 2, to enable the Canadian members 
of the Cabinet to return to Ottawa and take 
part in the parliamentary session, which is 
soon to be called, but as a matter of fact 
it was well understood by the members of 
the commission that there will be no re- 
assembling unless in the meantime an 
agreement has been reached between the 
governments regarding the Alaska bound- 


ary. 


Main Contention Over Alaska. 

It was because of the failure to agree on 
the Alaska boundary that the negotiations 
have been broken off. To break the fall as 
much as possible it was provided at the 
final session held today that the commission 
might reassemble prior to the 2a of next 
August on the call of both governments. 
This call is not expected to issue except in 
the contingency mentioned. 

While twelve questions, all of considerable 
importance as affecting the amicable rela- 
tions between the United States and the 
largest of Greatest Britain's possessions, 
were submitted to the commission, it was 
recognized from the outset that only three 
were of the first magnitude on which hinged 
the success or failure of the commissioners’ 
deliberations. These three were, in the or- 
der of their importance, the delimination of 
the Alaska boundary, the rights of Amer- 
ican fishermen in Canadian waters and. 
Canadian fishermen in the waters of the 
North Atlantic, and reciprocal trade ar- 
rangements. Inability to agree on the first 
question has resulted in the negotiations 
proving abortive. 


. Dispute an Old One. 

‘The boundary line between Canada and 
the United States has been in dispute ever 
since Alaska was ceded to the United States 
by Russia. The line of demarkation, as de- 
scribed in the treaty of cession, was vague, 
and, although efforts have been made from 
time to time to definitely establish the line, 
the question has not been pressed. The 
opening of the Klondike to the world two 
years ago for the first time made it of vital 
importance that the line be definitely lo- 
cated. 

While the Klondike region is unquestion- 
ably in Canada, the entrance to the new 
gold fields is through American territory. 
At least such has always been the general 
belief, until the Canadian Commissioners, at 
some of the. sessions of the commission, set 
up the claim to Dyea a 
nadian territory. 


‘Tribune ” Upsets a Plan. 

The Canadians have been extremely anx- 
ious to possess a port and custom-house on 
the Lynn Canal, and at one time in the nego- 
tiations it is understood the American com- 
missioners agreed to cede thema port. This 
coming to the ears of the people of the West 
through THE TRIBUNE, they raised such an 
outery that the American Commissioners 
were compelled to withdraw their tentative 
promise, but offered to grant Canada a cus- 
tom-house. This Canada declined to accept. 
The Commissioners then found themselves 
unable to agree as to the determination of 
the boundary line. 

The British Commissioners offered to sub- 
mit the question to arbitration, suggesting 
that the same rules and conditions be ob- 
served as governed the Venezuela arbitra- 
tion. This treaty, it may be remembered, 
provides for an arbitral tribunal to consist 
of two members on the part of Great Britain 
to be nominated by the Privy Council, and 
two to be nominated on the part of Venezu- 
ela, the four to select a fifth, but in the event 
of their failure to agree, the fifth member of 
the court was to be selected by the King of 
Sweden and Norway. 


Rules Which Govern. 

The most important rules under which the 
tribunal acts are: ‘‘ Exclusive political con- 
trol of a district as well as actual settle- 
ment for a period of fifty years are sufficient 
to constitute a title; in determining the 
boundary line, if territory of one party is 
found to have been at the date of the treaty 
in the occupation of the subjects or citizens 
of the other, such effect shall be given to 
such occupation as reason, justice, the prin- 
ciples of international law, and the equities 


| of the case shall in the opinion of the tri- 


bunal require.”’ 

In other words, even if Dyea and Skaguay 
were found to be in Canadian territory, the 
United States would obtain title by occupa- 
tion. 


Unable to Agree on Arbitration. 

The American commissioners, however, 
refused to accept arbitration unless provis- 
ion was made for the appointment of a fifth 
arbiter in’ case of disagreement-from one 
of the South or Central American States 
instead of a European power. This the Ca- 
nadians would not accept. A counter prop- 
osition made by the American side that the 
question at issue be referred to six eminent 
jurists, three American and three British, 
who if they were unable to agree on all the 
facts at issue were to report on such facts 
as they were agreed on, was declined by the 
Canadians, who also refused to accept the 
Czar of Russia as umpire, and it then being 
evident that no basis of agreement could 
be reached, on the suggestion of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier the commission adjourned. 

Several of the minor questions—the sus- 
pension of pelagic sealing among others 
were practically settled, but as it was the 
determination of the Canadians to settle 
nothing unless everything was settled, ali 
the quesfions which have so many years 
been such a frequent source of annoyance 
between the two governments are Still open 
and may at any moment lead to friction. 

Doubtless an effort will be made in the 
near future to attempt to settle through 
ordinary diplomatic channels the boundary 
question, but at the present time the outlook 
is not hopeful. 


Statement by the Chairmen. 

On behalf of their respective commissions 
Senator Fairbanks, the chairman of the 
American board, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
acting chairman, in the absence of Lord 
Herschell, of the Canadian board, who is ill, 
made the following public statement re- 
specting the action taken today: 

“The commission adjourned to meet at 


Quebec 6n Aug. 2, unless the chairmen of,the 


commissions shall agree on another date. 
“The commission has made substantial 
progress in the settlement and adjustment of 
many of the questions on which it has been 
earnestly engaged. But it has been unable 
| to agree on the settlement of the Alaskan 


nd Skaguay as 


boundary. This problem has been a com- 


plicated and difficult one, and the commis- 
sioners, acting in the utmost friendliness and 
cordiality, have been unable to agree on a 
satisfactory adjustment. 


Difficulties Are Cited. 


“The difficulties, apart from the im- 
mediate delimitation of this boundary by 
the commission itself, arise from the condi- 


‘tions under which it might be referred to ar- 


bitration. The British Commissioners de- 
sired that the whole question should be re- 
ferred on terms similar to those provided in 
the reference of the Venezuela boundary 
line, and which by providing an umpire 
would insure certainty and finality. The 
United States Commissioners, on the other 
hand, thought the local conditions in Alaska 
so different that some modifications of the 
Venezuela boundary reference should be in- 
troduced. They thought the reference 
should be made to six eminent jurists, three 
chosen by each of the high contracting par- 
ties, without providing for an umpire, they 
believing that finality would be secured by 
a majority vote of the jurists so chosen. 
They did not see any present prospect of 
agreeing to a European umpire, to be select- 


ed in the manner proposed by the British: 


Commissioners, while the British Commis- 
sioners were unwilling to agree to the se- 
lection of an American umpire in the man- 
ner suggested by the United States Commis- 
sioners. 

“The United States Commissioners fur- 
ther contended that Special stipulations 
should be made in any reference to arbitra- 
tion that the existing settlements on the 
tide waters of the coast should in any result 
continue to belong to the United States. To 
this contention the British Commissioners 
refused to agree. 

“It was therefore deemed advisable to ad- 
journ to a convenient date in order to enable 
the respective Bovernments to further con- 
sider the subject with respect to which no 
conclusion has yet been reached.” 


Criticism of Laurier’s Party. 

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 
Charles Tupper, in an interview today, ex- 
pressed himself freely as regards the so- 
called failure of the negotiations at Wash- 
ington. He said no other result could be 
expected in view of the incompetency shown 
by the government in dealing with all such 
matters. 

They had made a boast for years of what 
they would do when they came into power to 
promote friendly relations with the United 
States, but Mr. Charlton at Chicago the 
other day said the sentiment of Canada was 
never so bitter against the United States as 
at present. The present government an- 
nounced to the whole world in connection 
with the British preferential tariff, after all 
that had gone before, that it was its object 
to discriminate against the United States. 
With this for their reeommendation they 
had gone to Washington as supplicants for 
reciprocity. He characterized this as an ab- 
surdity of a piece with the bungling inca- 
pacity that had marked the administration 
in every branch of the public service save 
only in such cases as those in which they 
walked humbly in the footsteps of their 
predecessors. 


KING ROUTS THE PHILIPINOS. 


Lively Skirmish at Macati, in Which 
Fifteen Insurgents Are Killed— 
American Loss Light. 


Manila, Feb. 21.—General King’s troops 
routed a body of several hundred insurgents 


this. morning.afier a brisk encountey, 


The Filipinos lost fifteen killed anda great 
many wounded. 

The Americans had several men wounded, 
but only one killed. 

The rebel sharpshooters had been pushed 
up close to the headquarters at Macati, and 
had wounded a number of the Americans, 
when a charge was ordered. 

The main bedy of the rebels did not hold 
their ground long enough to inflict any loss 
on our forces. Two companies of the First 
Washington Infantry crossed the Pasig 
River, and did effective work in driving the 
sharpshooters back. 

The artillery at Macati was also used to 
advantage against the insurgent position. 

The Filipinos have continued to fire on the 
Red Cross ambulances and the hospitals. 
A wounded American was killed while being 
carried from the field. The Red Cross peo- 
ple are now armed. . 


TRY TO BURN MANILA CAMP. 


Insurgents Set Fire to Huts Near Quar- 
ters of First Washington 
Volunteers. 


Manila, Feb. 21.—9:35 a. m.—The natives of 
the Village of Paco made a bold attempt last 
night to burn the quarters of the First 
Washington Volunteers by setting fire tothe 
huts adjoining their quarters in the rear. 

Fortunately the wind changed at the mo- 
ment the fire was discovered, and, fanned hy 
a stiff breeze, the flames spread in the oppo- 
site direction, destroying fully twenty 
shacks and houses opposite the ruins of the 
church. The incendiaries escaped. 

Mysterious signals were frequently made 
along the enemy’s lines during the night, 
and this led to the belief that an attack had 
been arranged, but nothing happened. 

The rebels are leaving the vicinity of San 
Pedro Macati in small parties, and are re- 
ported to be moving toward Singalon. 


ROW IN COLORADO SENATE. 


Angry Members Try to Settle a Quarrel 


by a Resort to Queensberry

Denver, Colo., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—There 
was an angry altercation today in the Sen- 
ate when Senator Stewart accused Senator 
Philp of changing his vote on the bill tax- 
ing department stores, for a consideration.

‘WANTTHE GENERALS SHOT 


FIERY TALK OF GOVERNMENT'S 
FOES IN SPANISH CORTES. 


Attack on Blanco, Weyler, Linares, 
Rivera, and Cervera—Count D’AlI- 
menas Declares They Should Be 
Executed—Rebuff for Sagasta—Con- 
servatives and Radicals Denounce 
Government—Allegation That Pre- 
mier Surrendered to McKinley.

Madrid, Feb.-20.—The session of the Cortes 
today was marked by scenes of violent de- 
bate on the conduct of the recent war wit 
the United States. | 

Premier Sagasta presented a bill authoriz- 
ing the cession of the Philippines to the 
United States for $20,000,000 under the pro- 
visions agreed on in the treaty of Paris. 

This precipitated a debate that lasted for 
several hours, during which all phases of 
the war were discussed. Many of the Depu- 
ties became exceedingly bitter and personal 
in their remarks, and accusations of various 
kinds were made. 

In the Senate Count d’Almenas led the at- 
tack on the Generals and Admirals. 
Rivera, Weyler, Blanco, Linares, and Cer- 
vera, he declared, were failures as fighters 
and administrators. Tremendous uproar fol- 
lowed this statement, and a number of peo- 
ple were expelled from the galleries. The 
Count proceeded with a denunciation of the 
“‘shameful capitulation of Santiago.” 


Wants Commanders Shot. 

“Five months have elapsed since this dis- 
graceful war ended,” exclaimed Count 
d’Almenas, ‘‘ and’ not a single General has 
been shot. Why have not the Generals who 
Surrendered to the enemy almost without 
firing a shot been executed before this? No 
one can say the Spaniards are not a brave 
people and will die for their honor, but we 
have an army of lions led by asses.” 

Tremendous uproar followed. Several 
times the Count was interrupted, denounced 
in bitter language, and threatened. Gen- 
eral Rivera called him a “ contemptible 
calumniator.’’ General Blanco defended the 
Generals, and declared that he accepted full 
responsibility for the campaign in Cuba. 

Premier Sagasta defended the government’s 
course, but withdrew his proposition to refer 
the Philippines bill to a special committee. 

The debate finally ended, Count d’ Almenas 
promising to produce proof of his assertions 
tomorrow. 

Scheme to Save the Throne. 


In the House Sefior Annix charged the 
government with the responsibility of the 


surrender of Santiago. He read telegrams 


from Sefior Sagasta to General Blanco, or- 
dering the surrender of Cuba in order to save 
Porto Rico and the Philippines and keep 
order at home. General Blanco replied, op- 
posing surrender, but consenting to obey 


the order of surrender. 


‘* President McKinley telegraphed to Gen- 
eral Shafter after this shameful arrange- 
ment,’’ declared Sefior Annix, ** that the sur- 
render of Santiago had all been negotiated 
with the Spanish government, and he must 
make some sort of sham attack in order to 
appear to be capturing the place by force of 
arms.”’ 

The Minister of Marine. Captain Aunon, 
denied this statement, but Sefior Annix re- 


affirmed ft, and added as a final fling atthe * 


ministry that Sagasta ordered the surrender 
of Cuba in order to save the throne. 

A vote of censure on the government for 
its conduct of the war was moved by Sefior 
Silvela. 


First Day a Tumultuous One. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
Madrid, Feb. 20.—The Cortes reassembled 
today. The galleries in both Chambers were 


thronged with an expectant crowd. Thé 


Scnate was full, hardly a single General be- 
ing absent. 

Senor Sagasta, the Premier, then proposed 
to refer the bill providing for the cession cf 
the Philippines to the United States to a 
special committee, but this the Conserva- 
tives protested against, declaring that the 
bill ought to be conscientiously discussed, 
and Sehor Sagasta withdrew his propvesal. 

Count d’Almenas then brought up the ques- 


tion of the conduct of the Generals engaged 


in the war in Cuba, declaring that General 
Primo Rivera, General Weyler, General 
Blanco, Admiral Cervera, and General Li- 
nares had proved failures. 

Observing that he would deal with the 
‘‘ shameful capitulation of Santiago,’’ Court 
d’Almenas asked the House whether he 
should proceed, and was answered with cries, 
of ‘‘ Yes” and “ No,” and a general uproar 
ensued. A repetition of the query provoking 
still greater tumult, Sefior Sagasta arose and 
defended the government and its Peace com- 
mission. 

Sagasta Criticises America. 

The Premier criticised America’s unjust!- 
fied conduct, and said that everything might 
be iiscussed except the war, because the 


cases of the Generals were still sub judice. 


Count d@’Almenas resumed his attack on the 


Generals, and complained that “ five months 


had elapsed and not a single General had 
been shot.”’ 

Recriminations continued between Count 
d’Almenas and Lieutenant General Correa, 
the Minister of War, and there was renewed 
disorder. Then General Primo de Rivera 
arose and denounced Count d’Almenas as 
a “contemptible calumniator.” General 
Blanco followed, defending the Generals, and 
accepting full responsibility for events in 
Cuba during his command in the island. 
General Barges also denounced Count 
d’Almenas as a calumniator. 

Sefior Silvela, leader of the _ dissident 
Conservatives, moved a vote signed by the 
Conservative Deputies censuring the gov- 
ernment for its indifference to the country's 


troubles. 


Sefior Annix,'in seconding the motion, de- 


nounced the ministry for accepting the war 
through fear of the Carlists, and declared 
that the country was now suffering the 
consequences of the government’s pusil- 
lanimity. He proceeded to detail the lack 
of preparations and of war materials, and 
charged the government with responeibili- 
ties for the surrender of Santiago, “ which 
they ordered, although the garrison there 
numbered 23,000 and there was sufficient 
provisions in the place for three months.” 
This declaration created a sensation. 


COLORED GENERAL IN HAVANA. 


Is at Hotel Inglaterra Awaiting Ar- 
rival of Gomez, Who Is on His 
Way There. 


Havana, Feb. 20.—General Quintan Ban- 
dera, with two aids de camp, all colored, ar- 
rived here last night from Santiago de Cuba 
and put upat the Hote) Inglaterra. The news 
of their arrival brought crowds of colored 
people to the hotel. They blocked the side- 
walks in front of the building and invaded 
the dining-room and cheered the General. 

General Bandera has arrived here for the 
purpose of consulting with the Cuban.As- 
sembly and to meet General Maximo Gomez, 
who is due to arrive at Matanzas today, and 
is expected here tomorrow or the day after. 

Special trains running to Matanzas will 
carry the Junta and the Patriotica clubs to 
meet General Gomez. The Assembly's Wel- 
coming committee will go to Matanzas to- 
day.

NOVEL WAY TO THAW PIPES. 


Electricity Successfully Applied by 
University Professor at Madi-_ . 
son, Wis. 


Madison, Wis., Feb, 20.—[{Special.]—Pro- 
fessor R. W. Wood of the State University 
today originated the idea of thawing out 
frozen water pipes with electricity and 
made two successful experiments. 

In view of the fact that water pipes in 
hundreds of cities of the Northwest are 
frozen at this time, his discovery, which 
is simple and inexpensive, is of great im- 
portance. 

He takes the electric current used for 
Street lighting purposes, attaches one wire 
to the frozen pipe inside the cellar of one 
house and the other wire to a similar pipe 
in the adjoining or any other house, thus 
completing the circuit. 

A current of about fifty volts is then turned 
on, heating the pipes and melting the ice 
within. 

Professor Wood's plan was successfully 
worked at the residence of former Senator 
W. F. Vilas and Alderman C. N. Brown 
today. 

‘At the Vilas home 150 feet of frozen lead 
Pipe was thawed. out in eighteen minutes. 
Professor Wood uses a “ transformer’”’ to 
reduce the voltage, so that the current will 
not melt the pipes. 

Professor Wood says that, so far as he 
Knows, the idea is wholly original with him. 
It will revolutionize the methods of plumbers 
for thawing out frozen water pipes. 

There are over 400 frozen pipes in Madi- 
son, and the work of thawing them out with 
electricity will begin in earnest tomorrow. 
The discovery will obviate the necessity for 
excavating, which has always heretofore 
been the expensive feature. 

The cost by the new method is trifling. 
Professor Wood says that if desired one 
of the wires may be attached to a hydrant 
and the other to the frozen pipe in the 
cellar, thus getting a circuit. : 


“The use of electricity in thawing out 
frozen water mains or hydrants would not 
be at all practical,’”’ said Chief Swenie last 
night. ‘‘In using steam and hot water we 
have been unabie to thaw the pipes without 
bursting them. The use of electricity, I 
should judge, would only tend to increase the 
liability of breakage, because of the intense 
heat. I have never known of electricity be- 
ing used for such a purpose, but from the 
fact that the heat of electricity would be so 
much greater than from hot water or steam 
I am confident that it would prove a fall- 
ure.”’ 


BOY FALLS TO HIS DEATH. 


Morris Levy Misses Elevator in Roths- 
childs, Drops Five Floors, 
and Is Killed. 


Morris Levy, 8 years old, fell into the mid- 
dle elevator shaft in A. M. Rothschild & Co.’s 
store yesterday afternoon and was instantly 
killed. The boy lived with his parents at 
435 State street. His identity was not 
known at first, but last evening the lad’s 
father called at Rolston’s undertaking rooms 
where the body was taken and said it was 
that of his son. 

He said the boy attended school as usual 
yesterday, but did not return to his home 
at the usual time. His wife had been sick 
for several days and owing to this the son 
had not been in the habit of returning to his 


home.until supper time. 
Yesterday afternoon young Levy wag no-" 
ticed playing about on the fifth floor of 


Rothschild’s store. The conductor of the 
middle elevator noticed the boy as he 
stopped his car on that floor, but thought 
the youngster was waiting for his parents. 
As the conductor started the car for the 
upper floor the boy ran toward the shaft. 
The conductor had started to the floor 
above, to which passengers are never car- 
ried, and he did not notice the boy as he 
approached the shaft. Young Levy seized 
the door as it was closing, pushed it open 


again, and endeavored to jump into the ele- 


vator, but missed his feoting and plunged 
down the shaft. 

E. V. Hewitt, 400 South Halsted street, 
was in charge of the elevator. Hewitt was 
arrested on a charge of criminal careless- 
ness, but Lieutenant Flynn of Central detail 
released him on his promise to be at the 
inquest to be held today. 

Miss Maggle Alder, 1309 Wabash avenue, 
was on the fifth floor, near the elevator, 
when the boy took the fatal plunge, and 
as he stepped into the shaft she tried to 
catch him. Her efforts to save the un- 
known nearly resulted in precipitating Miss 
Alder to the same fate.

QF ARMY BEEF. 


Is the First Witness Heard 
Before the Court of In- 
quiry in Session at 
Washington. 


HIS LIST OF COMPLAINTS. 


No Intention of Imputing Fraud - 
When He Used the Expres- 
sion “ Pretense of an 
| Experiment.” 


DENIES MANY INTERVIEWS,

“Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Spetial.}— 
The investigation into the beef question was 
begun in dead earnest today by the military 
court of inquiry, and they went to the 
fountainhead of information, beginning with 
a general examination of the Major Gen- 
eral commanding the army. 

General Miles strengthened his’.own posl- 
tion, from a military point of view, im- 
mensely, although he did not add any great 
amount of testimony to the beef question 
proper. 

He showed conclusively that the War In- 
vestigating commission was entirely at 
fault in assuming that he did not promptly 
report the complaints which had been made 
to him against the character of the beef. 

He showed to the court that as soon as 
the matter had been called to his attention 
officially he sent out orders to all com- 
manders engaged in the. Santiago campaign 
to forward reports on the army rations as 
they found it. These reports he made the 
basis of his statement before the war com~ 
mission, and he frankly said he had.no oute 
side information except that secured through 
the ordinary army channels. 


Turns Blame on Corbin. 

General Miles also showed to the satisfac- 
tion of the court, apparently, that if Sec- 
retary Alger did not know investigation into 
the beef question was on foot it was the 
fault of Adjutant General Corbin, whose 
duty it was to notify the Secretary of all 
such facts without any special direction. 

The statemems submitted to the court by 
General Miles from different officers, and 
the testimony taken today, largely con- 
cerned the canned roast beef. Many of the 
witnesses asserted that the refrigerated beef 
was palatable and apparently healthful, al- 
though it would not stand exposure to the 
tropical climate. 

General Miles claimed before the court that 
upon his arrival in Porte Rico he had tele<-_ 
gtaphed the department asking that cattle 
on the hoof be substituted for both the 
canned and refrigerated beef. 

He asserted that live cattle could readily 
have been shipped to Santiago and butchered 
for the use of the troops as they advaneed. 
He declared that canned beef and refriger- 
ated beef were all well enough while the 
army was actually engaged in active oper~ 
ations, but stated that when these ceased 
there should have been a supply of live cat- 
tle, which would have given the soldiers the 
needed change in diet, and probably would 
have prevented illness. 


Strengthens His Position. 

General Miles strengthened his case by 
showing that most of the interviews with 
him, especially after he gave his testimony 
before the commission, were fraudulent. 

By thus putting the case, and by the estab- 
lishment of the fact that he set thé regular 
army inquiry in motion immediately upon 
his discovery of the alleged unfitness of the 
beef rations, General Miles has, in the opin- 
ion of most of the army officers; cleared his 
own skirts completely and avoided any posr 
shbility of a court-martial. 

Whether his charges of improper prepara- 
tion of beef car be substantiated or not is 
still an open question, but, judging by to- 
day’s proceedings, the court of inquiry will 
go a long way towards settling this. 


General Miles Takes the Stand. | 

Major General Nelson A. Miles was pre- 

sented as the first witness. He appeared 
in fatigue uniform and was sworn. 

After, stating his rank and office he was 
asked about his statement before the War 
commission. 

e said he made one, and upon Colonel 
Davis submitting a printed report of that 
statement General Miles examined and ap- 
proved it. 


Says Interviews Are Incorrect. 

Then he was asked about an alleged inter- 
view which appeared in the New York Jour- 
nal of Dec. 23, whether it represented come- 
pletely or in part what he said. General 
Miles read it and said:. 

“I do not recall anything in that inter 
view that had not been given in my testi 
mony or transmitted in my resorts. You 
will observe it contains 2 number of my 
declinations to name officers or my authori-« 
ties and refusals to answer. It must, there- 
fore, be incorrect in its representation.” — 

He then commented upon the general 
siight inaccuracy of newspaper interviews 
owing to the dependency of writers upon 
their memories. Hardly a day in six months 
had passed that an interviewer had not 
applied, and because of the kindness of the . 
press to the army, and especially the en- 
listed men, he had endeavored to give them 
such information as he thought wise and 
safe, but never, he said, with a view to 
prejudicing any one against any person or 
department. 

Finally, General Miles said he did not think 
the Journal interview represented correct- 
ly what was said, because its contents 
should be taken in connection with all that 
was said, his silence upon some points aad 
speech upon others, 


Has Reporter’s Betraction. 

Then, being asked about an interview fron 
the New Yurk Herald of Feb. 1, he said: 

“ T have a letter from the gentleman who, 
I understand, wrote this, in which he says 
he is willing to swear that I declined to be 
Mterviewed, and that, thinking something 
had been given out, he had proceeded te 
write what he knew were the facts.” 

He then pointed out that the interview wae

at the offices of the South Park board last 
week,” said Mr. Best, “‘ and wanted to know 
how the Commissioners would receive a plan 
to put automobiles in the parks. I told him 
he would have to appear before a meeting 


-of the board and present his plan in the form 


of a petition. He then departed, saying he 
would cali at the next meeting. 

‘‘ While I am a great believer in the auto- 
mobile, I hardly know how to feel about 
the granting of suchapermit, The question 
is properly one for legislative enactment, 
and it is possible that a bill will be intro- 
duced in the Legislature soon that will fix 
the rights of the automobile when used for 
passenger traffic. The people seem to want 
the automobile, and I am of the personal 
opinion that it will be accorded the same 
rights as the bicycle, whether operated for 
hire or pleasure, as is being done in France, 
but this is only my private opinion.”

I, for ome, shall not, 
He was asked whether he represented any 
of the large automobile concerns in the 
East, and he said he did not, but that, ifa 
permit was granted, he and his associates 
might purchase from the New York con- 
cerns.

The carriage would 
stop every two blocks, he said.’’ 


PLEAD FOR CIVIC DECENCY. 


Law Enforcement League Meeting Ad- 
dressed by Dr. Noble, Dr. Henry, 
and the Rev. Mr. e 


**Chicago for Christ’’. was the motto of 
the Law Enforcement league at its meeting 
last evening at the Wesley M. E. Church, 
Halsted street, near Belden avenue. The 
speakers of the evening were Dr. F. A. 
Noble, the Rev. J. @. A. Henry, and the Rev. 
O. Hi. Cessna. Dr, David Beaton presided. 
‘“‘The vicious and criminal elements are 
groverning the city to suit their own inter- 
ests,’ declared the Rev. Mr. Henry. The 
split of lawlessness is abroad, There isa 
close relationship between the police and 
those who. are responsible for the crimes 
that are committed in Chicago, and the pevu- 
ple should rise and demand that the laws be 
enforced. We are pleading for decency and 
good order; not for a Puritan town but fora 
reasonable degree of enforcement of the 
laws. 

‘There are between 400 and 500 opium 
dens in Chicago,” he said, “‘ and no less than 
100,000 persuns are addicted to the opium 
habit. Notwithstanding the administration’s 
protests regarding open gambling, there are 
1,000 places in the city tonight where 
gambling is being carried on. 

‘‘In a little while we will have that other 
evil to combat with—the bicycle resort at- 
tached to so many outlying saloons. These 
resorts are pestholes for the propagation of 
every kind cf vice, and are greatest among 
the evils with which the league has to con- 
tend. . 

‘The police wink when you call their at- 
tention to the fact that hundreds of siloons 
are running wide open all night. It is after 
midnight that the majority of the crimes are 
committed, and yet these places are allowed 
to run after hours; and have the protection 
of the police.”’

Charges of Swindling, to Be

ASK FOR COVERED BENCH. 


NEW RULE PROPOSED AT THE 8UG- 
GESTION OF THE PLAYERS, 


Advantages of the Scheme Told by 
President Hart—Home Clubs Often 
Put the Visttors Out in the Sun—Se- 

clasion Will Prevent Any Bad Lan- 
guage from Being Heard in the 
Grand Stands—Pittsburg to Fight 
the Gambling Clause. 


President Hart proposed the new rule 
providing a cage for the baseball players 
while on the bench at the suggestion of a 
number of players, who pointed out the 
advantage of the scheme. He wrote to the 
Captains of the various league teams and 
prominent players for opinions as to changes 
which ought to be made in the rules, and of 
the replies received nearly every one fa- 
vored the cage idea. It looked as if there 
had been a consultation among the players, 
Mr. Hart says, the opinion seemed to be so 
unanimous. 

Fred Ciark of the Louisville team was a 
visitor at the Chicago office yesterday to 
take part in the daily baseball discussion. 
This rule, he thinks, is one of the best of. 
the lot, although he heartily indorses all of 
them. “ Some of these clubs,” said he, 
‘*have the bench for their home players 
nicely placed in the shade, but the visitors 
are perched out in the broiling sun, to sizzle 
during the game. This gives the home team 
a slight advantage, for some of the hot 
days the exposure to the sun is enough to 
weary any player. Consequently, when 
these teams come to play us, we treat them 
to the same kind of a game. If a covered 
bench is provided, and the benches are 
placed, according to the rule, at a distance 
of twenty-five feet, it will do away with 
this feature, which is aggravating.” 

Protects the Players. 

Another idea which President Hart had in 
mind when making the recommendation was 
that the conversation of the players might 
not be heard by the grandstand. Players 
who are the victims of hard luck often use 
language more expressive than elegant, and 
use terms in speaking to each other which 
would not be considered altogether in good 
form in the grandstand. The cage will 
shut off any stray bits of conversation 
which need expurgation from reaching the 
spectators. John T. Brush last year made 
a collection of expressions which had reached 
the grandstand from different players, and 
when they were presented in cold type 
caused the magnates to take action on his 
new rules with a rush. 

Then, too, President Hart maintains, the 
seclusion of the structure will hide the player 
from the spectators and remove a cause for 
an exchange of compliments between a play- 
er who has made a mistake and spectators. 
It has not been an uncommon thing for a 
player to be roasted by some fan in such a 
sharp manner as to ellicit an equally sharp 
retort. The players, being out of sight, will 
not be subjected to the jeers of the crowd. 
In regard to the new foul tip rule, Presi- 
dent Hart says he thinks it will not limit 
the sphere of usefulness of the catcher. 
The play, he says, is not changed in the least 
by the new rule. The foul tip must be . 
caught to make a strike. The rule making 
the foul tip caught at a certain distance 
back of the batter an out is a manifest in- 
justice to the player, he thinks, who often 
gets in reality only one strike and an out. 

The balk rules, he believes, are now sO 
stringently laid down that the umpire has 
no choice but to call the balk, if one occurs. 
Fither the ball is thrown or it is not thrown 
when the pitcher makes a motion. 

Effect of Foul Tip Rule. 

The foul tip rule may hit some of the 
pitchers pretty hard whose stock in trade : 
is speed. They assist in making a great 
many putouts through the foul tips caught 
by the catcher at the required distance back 
of the batter. This feature being eliminated, 
it gives the batter more of a chance at the 
pitcher. 

President Ban Johnson of the Western 
league said he was well pleased with the 
rules. 

The rule regarding the distance of the 
fences will affect Minneapolis, as the team 
there has a short fence, but otherwise he 
believes it will not affect any of the teams. 
He agrees with the rule as to uniforms. 
He and President Hart yesterday discussed 
the need of requiring uniformity in suits 
and neatness on the part of the players 
when on the field. 

Pittsburg Opposes Anti-Gambling Rule. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 20.—[{ Special. ]—Presi- 
dent Kerr of the Pittsburg club is pleased 
with the new playing rules suggested by the 
National League committee, with one excep- 
tion. He finds fault with rule 69, relating 
to open betting. A gambler with a big bet 
might arrange for a display of open betting 
and thus create a pretext for winning his 
wager, too. The Pittsburg club will fight 
this rule before the league convention. The 
whole affair is a slap at the local organiza- 
tion because of claims that open betting 
has flourished in the Pittsburg grandstand.

GIMM IS NEAR TO DEATH. 


SIX-DAY RIDER IN A CRITICAL OON- 
DITION AS A RESULT OF THE RACE, 


Trainers Think He May Have Been 
Drugged — Sinks Into a Comatose 


Condition After Collapsing at the 


Close of the Contest—He Is Now a 
Physical Wreck, and His Attend- 
ants Hold Out Little Hopes of His 


Recovery. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 20.—{Special.]— 


Lwouis Gimm, one of the wheelmen who par- 
ticipated In the six days’ bicycle race, which 
closed in this city last night, is near to death. 
Gimm’s trainer insists that some oné must 
nave drugged him to bring him to his pres- 
ent serious condition, though it is more likely 
the result uf overexertion. Gimm suffered 
during the last day of the racing, yesterday, 
and at 8 o'clock last night, two hours before 
the finish of the big race, he collapsed and 
had to be carried tuo his cot. 

The physicians in attendance on the sick 
man heid a consultation today and they hold 
out littie hope as to the patient’s recovery. 
Gimm 1s in a semi-comatose condition and 
has a raging fever. This morning his tem- 
perature had reached 104 degrees. This is 
considered extremely dangerous. As yet 
the ductors have expressed no definite opin- 
ion as to the exact cause of his collapse. 
Trainer Leonert, however, does not hesitate 
to express the belief that Gimm was 
drugged. 

**I do not make the positive assertion that 
Gimm was drugged,’ said Leonert today, 
*‘for the reason that I have no proof of it. 
But the case is most peculiar. Gimm had 
been riding strong. True, he had been some- 
what feverish, but he appeared to be willing 
Last night 
at 8 o’clock he fell off his wheel and went to 
pieces completely. We carried him off the 
track and put him to bed. He retains con- 
sciousness, but is extremely weak. He fin- 
ished in the New York race in excellent con- 
dition. That is why his collapse now seems 
s0 peculiar to me. It is a mysterious case, 
I am sure.”’ 

Leonert intimated that some one inter- 
ested im the betting might have druggedi 
the rider. While it is possible that Gimm 
may have been drugged, his present con- 
dition is such that there can be no doubt 
he was put to a most severe physical test. 
He pedaled until he could go absolutely no 
further and fell off his wheel. 

His face gives evidence of the terrible 
strain, and his eyes are glassy, his hands 
are swollen to twice their normal size, and 
his ankles, too, are badly puffed up. He 
is a physical wreck. The man has wonder- 
ful vitality, however, and remarkable stam- 
ina. These qualities may serve to pull him 
through, and upon this the physicians base 
whatever hopes of recovery they may en- 
tertain.

CHICAGO MUST ASK FOR A GAME. 


Michigan States Its Position Relative 
to a Football Contest This Fall— 
May Take On Wisconsin. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
The Philadelphia dispatch published in this 
morning's TRIBUNE announcing that a Michi- 
gan-Pennsylvania football game was an as- 
sured fact created a great sensation in ath- 
letic circles here today and has caused the 
authorities to clear up the mystery hanging 
over Michigan's schedule. Tonight Pro- 
fessor Pattengill, chairman of the Board of 


‘Control, gave out the first official statement 


of Michigan's relations both st and West. 
In regard to the Pennsylvania game he said: 

‘‘ When Manager Baird went East he found 
all of the large Bastern institutions anxious 
to play Michigan, but the management here 
decided that the terms offered by Pennsyl- 
vania for Nov. 11 were the most desirable. 
The only thing that stood in the way was 
the two-year agreement with Illinois, which 
called for a game at Champaign on the same 
date. ‘The authorities here have been in 
correspondence with the Champaign people 
the last week trying to, get them to change 
the date and from the Philadelphia dispatch 
I think the difficulty must have been over- 
eome and the matter definitely settled, al- 
though I could not state so authoritatively 
as Manager Baird is now in Chicago.” 

When -asked about the rumors of strained 
relations with Chicago and a Wisconsin 
game to take the place of the Chicago con- 
test the professor said: 

‘* Michigan is not on unfriendly terms with 
any one and I am sure we have no trouble 
with Chicago. I should not be at all sur- 
prised to see a Wisconsin-Michigan game, 
but I do not look to see it take the place 
of the regular Michigan-Chicago Thanks- 
giving day contest. ! 

“On the other hand, although I am not 
an authority on athletic etiquette, I have 
been told that it is customary for the de- 
feated college to make the first ovértures 
for games. Professor Stagg, however, has 
made no request for a football game, and 
did not ask for baseball dates until late last 
week. Michigan intends to be courteous to 
all its athletic rivals, and only asks the same 
treatment in return. I think that matters 
will be all arranged satisfactorily in the 
near future without any trouble. 

“On the other hand, I do believe that 
Michigan, as Western champion, has a cer- 
tain position which should be recognized. I* 
do not believe that there should be any 
dictator in athletics in the West. The 
Michigan-Wisconsin game is nothing more 
than a fair possibility at present. The rela- 
tions with the Madison people are cordial 
and there has been a strong feeling among 
the alumni of the two institutions, partic- 
ularly in Milwaukee, urging a game. I 
should like to see such a canmtest arranged if 
it could be done without interfering with the 
other games on our schedule.” 


CHICAGO TOO POWERFUL. 


Wisconsin Alumnus Publishes a Letter 
in the University Daily Favor- 
ing the C. A. A. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 20.—[{Special.]—A letter 
was published in the Daily Cardinal tonight by an 
alumnus a few years ago famous in Western ath- 
letics on the athletic situation in the West. The 
writer takes the stand that if the colleges are to 
break loose from Stagg’s control they must aid 
to build up the Chicago Athletic association. He 
said in part: 

** At the first, I wish to be understood in that I 
have no personal feeling against Mr. Stagg. but 
quite to the contrary, have a high regard for his 
ability as a developer of teams and his sagacity 
as an athletic diplomat.

SAMOA NOT WORTH A QUAREEL. 

It appears that Germany and the United 
States have exchanged forma! protests over 
the Samoan affair, Germany protests 
against the action of Chief Justice Cham- 
bers in deciding for Malietoa Tanu, while 
the United States objects to the action 
of the Germans in refusing to accept the 
decision of the regularly constituted 
Supreme Court. 

Concerning the illegality of the action 
of the Germans in Samoa there can be 
no question, but the United States has 
made no demand for the recall of the of- 
fending Consul and it is not likely to do 
so. Samoa is not worth getting into a 
quarrel over. Germany evidently looks at 
the matter in much the same-way, and is 
doubtless willing to” disavow the action 
of its Consul. In any event it would be 
better to let England and Germany finish 
the dispute and divide the islands between 
them if they so desire, leaving us the 
valuable coaling station at Pango-Pangu, 
which already belongs to us. 

Chief Justice Chambers, in a recent let- 
ter to his brother at New York, remarked: 
“The farce cannot be continued much 
longer. Either America or England must 
annex these islands.” The triple control 
scheme has assuredly been a farce and 
an expensive one, and it is time to end 
it. Judge Chambers himself looks at the 
matter sensibly, after this style: 


As an American expansionist I would naturally 
like to see the Stars and Stripes run up over these 
islands, but I am not sure it would be best. The 
Pngtish outnumber us here ten to one, and their 
commerce with the islands is vasty greater than 
ours. I believe the majority of Americans would 
be just as content with British annexation as with 
American. jOur Pango-Pango rights should in any 
case be insisted upon, and in any arrangements that 
America and England might arrive at there is no 
question that England would fully guarantee all 
we wished. 


All the value of Samoa for us lies in 
Pango-Pango harbor, which already be- 
longs to us, and the best solution of the mat- 
ter is to hold that and leave the rest for 
Great Britain and Germany to divide be- - 
tween them as they may agree, Great 
Britain has behaved in such a friendly 
spirit toward us since the outbreak of the 
Spanish war that we should certainly not 
wish to side with the Germans against the 
British. Neither have we any desire to 
side with the British against the Germans 
in any way that would make bad blood be- 
tween us and Germany. Al! things consid- 
ered, it will be best to withdraw entirely 
from the anomalous triple control arrange- 
ment in Samoa and leave England and Ger- 
many to divide the trifling spoils to suit 
themselves, 


Among the important bills 
HAWAIIAN BIL. which it is said the Senate 
AND THE SEN- will not have time to yote 
ATE. upon at this session is the 
one providing a form of 
government for Hawali. The Senate, how- 
ever, had plenty of time Saturday to consid- 
er and pass elght measures of trifling im- 
portance as compared with the Hawaiian, 
any one or all of which might have been de- 
ferred without detriment to the public in- 
terests. Senatorial courtesy ’’ and the in- 
alienable privilege of gab have brought 
Congress to the point when the greater the 
importance and urgency of a measure the 
less the likelihood of immediate action. In 
difficult questions like the Nicaragua Canal 
there ts excuse for going slow, but with 
Hawali and similar measures there is no 
such excuse. The Hawaitan bill was framed 
by a competent commission. If it proves 
defective it can be amended later without 
prejudice. There is urgent need for its 
adoption. Let the ninety Senators be given 
‘leave to print ’—that’s what the Congres- 
sional Record seems to be made for—and a 
vote be taken on the Hawaiian bill. 


JUDSON’S ANSWER TO VON HOLST. 

Professor Harry Pratt Judson’s reply to 
Professor von Holst is convincing proof 
that the faculty of the University of Ohi- 
cago is by no means composed altogether of 
mugwumps. Dean Judson is scarcely less 
widely known as a writer and publicist than 
Dr. von Holst, and in this debate on the 
Philippine question he has come off with 
all’ the honors. 
see a ballot taken among the students who 
heard both speeches. It would probably 
show that Von Holst’s mugwump ideas are 
confined almost entirely to himself. 

It will be remembered that Von Holst 
made his unpatriotic argument on the 
basis that the peace treaty should not have 
been ratified. Judson has met him on his 
own ground and answered him point for 
point. With a little well chosen satire he 
exposed the ridiculousness of the bugaboo 
calied “imperialism,” and then he turned 
to a consideration of what the defeat of the 
peace treaty would have signified. His 
logic in rebuttal will be found to be-.close 
woven, practical, and unanswerable. In- 
cidentally he had the pleasure of hoisting 
ex-President Cleveland with his own pe- 
tard by demonstrating that in holding the 
Philippines we have had to deal with a 
condition and not a theory, 

There were three forces contending for 
supremacy in the Philippines, and there 
were three ways in which the United States 
could have settled the matter—and only 
three. We could keep the control we had 
won in honorable warfare, or we could 
hand it back to Spain, or we could hand it 
over to the upstart, Aguinaldo. One of 
these three things we were imperatively 
compelled to do. If we had restored Span- 
ish power in the Philippines we should have 
thereby become practically an ally of the 
semi-barbarous Moors of Spain, helping 
them to subdue a colony that had slipped 
away from the Spanish yoke during the 
war. As Professor Judson says, the mere 
statement of this fact is a sufficient answer 
to so base a proposition. It was out of the 
question. Yet if we had taken the other 
course, end handed the reins over to Agui- 
naldo, the result would have been anarchy 
within a month and European intervention 
within sixty days, In -establishing this 
point Professor Judson made this lucid and 
unanswerable statement of the case: 


The insurgents are Malays, the main bodies be- 
ing Tagale in the north and Visayas in the south. 
There is no definite union between these two—no 
assurance that they do or can permanently act 
together. Further, even if they should do eo, they 
together do not form much more than about half 
of the whole population of the archipelago. The . 
remainder, including many quite barbarous na- 
tives, have never had any political relation what- 
ever with the Malays, having been merely held 
with them under the common authority of Spain. 
Even this authority has been vague in many 
cases, amounting to a mere shadowy protectorate 
in the Sulu group of islands. How, then, could 
we expect the sovereignty of the Malaya, even if 
they should act together, to be adéquate to hold 
the arghivelago in order? Would there not be 
quite as much reason to expect immediate inter- 
necine wars, which would compel armed inter- 
vention either by the United Gtates or European 
Spanish hell in those

SALOON Potter’s poor man’s club ”’ 

OF THE Poor is expressed by the Liquor 

Man’sCLus. Trades Review as follows: 

It will have the privileges and 
delights of the saloon minus intoxicating bever- 
ages. This would be practically equivalent to all 
the comforts of home without a cook stove. We 
presume that the good, Bishop will add to his 
liquorless saloon a cigar stand without tobacco, 
‘and complete the suite with a billiard-room devoid 
of tables. 

This is a straightforward acknowledgment 
that the poor man goes to the saloon not for 
sociability but for intoxicants. If this is true 
the only cure for the saloon evil is the anni- 
hilation of the traffic or the sale of liquors 
under better auspices, something similar to 
the Gothenburg system. 


THE DEPARTMENT STORE QUESTION. 

A number of the owners of small stores 
in different parts of the city are organizing 
for the purpose of renewing their fight of 
two years ago on the department stores. 
The association, which expects soon to 
number several thousand members, will 
labor to induce the Legislature to pass the 
anti-department store bill introduced re- 
cently. It will also enter the field of political 
action and work for the election of Alder- 
men pledged to vote for ordinances to check 
the pernicious activity of the department 
stores. The different candidates for the 
Mayoralty are also to be called on to tell 
where they stand on this question. They 
will be asked whether they want the votes 
of the organization to be cast against them 
or for them. 

Something was said at a meeting held 
day before yesterday of the alleged evils of 
department stores. It was claimed that be- 
cause of them seven thousand stores are 
vacant. It was asserted that these large 
down-town concerns whith are absorbing 
the retail trade employ a number of little 
girls at low wages. But if the department 
stores did not exist would the little girls, 
whose earnings help support their families, 
get employment at higher wages in smal! 
stores? Perhaps not. 

Nothing was said, however, at this meet- 
ing as to the reason why the department 
stores are in, possession of the extensive 
trade they enjoy. No attempt was made 
to go to “ the root of the evil.” -Yet it must 
be known to the men who are organizing to 
elect Aldermen to pass ordinances for them 
that they do not get more business because 
their competitors charge lower prices. The 
department stores ask so much less for their 
wares that people living in outlying sections 
of the city can save money by paying car- 
fare and coming down-town to make their 
purchases, Tens of thousands of people 
who get low wages, and to whom it is of 
great importance that they shall buy the 
most possible of the necessaries of life with 
their wages, find that they can get more 
at the department stores than in the little 
neighborhood shops. 

Nobody can blame them for going where 
they can deal to the best advantage. If 
they could buy as cheaply near home as 
away from home they would make their 
purchases near home and save 10 cents car- 
fare. If the small retailers will try the 
experiment of low prices they will find that 
the competition of the department stores 
will cease to be formidable. They may re- 
ply that they cannot sell as cheaply as the 
big down-town stores, that they have not 
as much capital and cannot buy goods as 
cheaply. Then if the department stores 
and their lower prices are done away with, 
what is offered in the way of compensation 
to the poor people who have been enjoying 
the benefit of those lower prices? Nothing, 
apparently. But if no inducements are held 
out to them to vote for anti-department

AMERICAN troops now in Cuba foots up 
TROOPS in excess of 88,000 men. 
IN CUBA. Many of these are volun-

It is certain that before 
the end of President McKinley’s present 
term of office there will not be needed halt 
the present force of 38,000 troops in Cuba, 
and less than 10,000 of these will be Ameri- 
cans. The rest will be loyal Cubans, true 
to the uniform they wear, and desiring the 
annexation of the island as a State in the 
union. 


ATLANTIC COALING STATIONS, 

The United States now takes its right- 
ful position as the dominant power in the 
Pacific, and it is only there that we have 
any coaling stations worthy of the name. 
Our geographical situation, however, is 
such that any future attack must be naval 
and it ean come only from the Bast. The 
great powers we have to fear are across 
the Atlantic. Here we are on the de 
fensive entirely, Without a coaling station 
on the other side of the Atlantic we can- 
not follow an enemy to his own waters 
or successfully ravage his coasts. We can 
repel an attack, but cannot strike back. 
Commander Bradford, w an article in 
the February Forum, to which reference 
has already been made in these columns, 
describes the situation at length. Our 
missionaries in the Levant and our trans- 
atlantic commerce are entitled to protec- 
tion, but after our ships enter the Mediter- 
ranean they are at the mercy of a hostile 
force. American naval heroes of a century 
ago were the first to subdue the enemies 
of civilization on the coast of Africa, yet 
while the continent is being partitioned 
amotig the powers, America has not even 
a coaling station, nor seems likely to get 
even this meager pittance. The work of our 
navy for many years in suppressing the 
slave trade along the African coast de- 
serves some small recognition. Does the 
Monroe doctrine prevent us from doing that 
which is necessary for our own safety as 
a nation? Surely not. Duty demands that 
we no longer neglect the precautions taken 
by all other powers of the first rank, We 
owe it also, as our share of the insurance 
on the peace of the world, to be prepared 
as others are prepared, and by obtaining 
the respect of other nations preserve peace 
with honor, It is impossible for the United 
States to observe with indifference the cary- 
ing up of a whole continent on the other 
side of the Atlantic, while we remain with-

SENATOR JONES’ LATEST CRY. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas believes that 
he has been assigned to duty as a watch- 
man on the battlements of the free silver 
Zion. About once in a fortnight the voice 
of the watchman can be heard proclaiming 
* All’s well with ‘16 to 1’ and the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1896.” Having made 
that announcement he relapses into grate- 
ful silence for a couple of weeks.

He ad- 
mits that there is increased activity in 
business, but he ascribes it to the better de- 
mand for labor due to the withdrawal of 
sO many men from the ordinary fields of 
labor for military service, and to the special 
demand for such products as armies con- 
sume, and in addition to this there has been 
a special demand for American breadstuffs. 
“Making due allowances for these three 
causes,” observes Jones, “ there is today as 
much dissatisfaction and as much cause for 
it as there was in 1896.” 

Jones himself is undoubtedly dissatis- 
fied. The peace treaty has been ratified. 
His party will be in a minority in the Sen- 
ate after March 4. All the legislation which 
the Republicans favor is going to be put 
through in spite of the opposition of this 
“fine old Arkansas gentleman, close to the 
Choctaw line.” But among farmers, man- 
ufacturers, wage-workers, and other 
classes there is hardly a vestige of the bit- 
ter dissatisfaction of 1893-96. When they 
are asked how they are getting along their 
answer is, “ Well, thank you.” If Senator 
Jones relies on “ dissatisfaction” to 
elect a free silver ticket next year then he 
is leaning. on a broken reed, Unless 
some amazing and unexpected calamity 
happens between now and November, 1900, 
there will be fewer dissatisfied voters then 
than there are now.

The mercantile marine of the United States 
was destroyed by one war; it will be recre- 
ated by another. It has been practically 
dead for a generation, crushed by the bur- 
dens laid upon shipping after the close of 
the civil war. It is heing revived by the de- 
mands now made on the nation as the result 
of the conflict with Spain. To Spain it was 
given, in the first instance, to take Europe 
to America, To Spain it has been reserved, 
in the last instance, to bring back America 
to Europe, as an eager competitor for the , 
commercial sovereignty of the seas. 

This is not a mere rhetorical expression. It 
is the plain record of a truth to be recognized 
by all who have eyes to see. There is no 
halting place for a modern nation. It must 
either progress or recede—whether in polit- 
ical organization, in social accomplishment, 
in industrial achievement, or in commer- 
cial capacity. Among the most progressive 
of the nations is the American republic—pro- 
gressive almost to feverishness—so progres- 
sive that it will always remain a subject of 
wonder that svch a nation ever allowed 
its old maritime supremacy to pass away. 
This progressive nation did allow its sea 
power to vanish, but will now never rest 
until it is restored. 

The new birth of the American merchant 
navy is the inevitable consequence of the in- 
dustrial development of the country, as we 
propose to show. And it is precipitated by 
the entry of the United States among the 
maritime powers of the world—in annexing 
Hawali and the Philippines and in assuming 
a protectorate over Cuba. Neither on the 
Atlantic nor on the Pacific will the Amer- 
ican people be satisfied unti] they have re- 
covered a fair portion of their own sea car- 

nd perhaps more also, The leeway 
to he made up is great—the area for after 
expansion illimitable. We are, in fact, about 
to enter on a new era of Anglo-American 
competition. 

In the fiscal year ending June 30 last 
iron and steel goods were exported from the: 
United States to the value of $70,367,000, as 
compared with $57,497,000 in the previous 
year. Among the exports of last year were 
235,868 tons of pigiron, 232,552 tons of rail- 
way iron, 64,745 tons of iron wire, 30,585 
tons of structural iron, and 16,100 tons of 
steel ingots and billets. Most of this was 
sent to the continent of Europe and to the 
- Kast, but about 150,000 tons of pigiron, steel 
billets, and manufactured iron were sent to 
Great Britain. The tables have turned. 
America no longer wants iron and steel from 
us, but needs our market for her surplus 
production. She does not require to import 
plates in order to build iron and steel ships— 
she can, in fact. supply these plates to any- 
body who wants them. Why, then, should 
she not build iron and steel ships herself, to 
utilize her own material and carry her own 
sea traffic? There 1s no reason in the world 
—only a good deal of prejudice and “ vested 
interest " to be got rid of. The tremendous 
increase in iron and steel production has 
caused such keen competition and has so 
stimulated economy in manufacture that 
never has America been in a position to ob- 
tain the material for modern shipbuilding 
at a cost so low as now. It is, indeed, doubt- 
ful whether, when the longer working hours 
and larger use of machinery are taken into 
account, America cannot now build iron and 
steel ships cheaper than we can. 

Whether cheaper or not, the ships will 
certainly be built—are already being built. 
It is not the needs of the navy alone that 
are crowding American shipyards with 
work. Now that the carrying business has 
been formed America is able to supply the 
carriers. It is all the development of a few 
years. 

It is probable, therefore, that the twentieth 
century will witness an unparalleled contest 
hetween Great Britain and America for the 
commercial sovereignty of the seas.—Lon- 
don Fortnightly Review. 


Cotton Direct from Texas to Japan, 


The value of cotton exports from the port 
of Galveston has, not varied much from 
$32,000,000 a year since 1890. Cotton ship- 
ping constitutes about nine-tenths of the 
business at that port. Heretofore the crop 
has been sent either to European or to North- 
ern ports, though chiefly to Liverpool, but 
recently Texans shipped their first cargo of 
cotton for the Japanese market. It consisted 
of 13,000 bales and was loaded on the Jap- 
anese steamer Tamba Maru. It is said to 
have been the first vessel ever loaded at 
a gulf port for Japan, and will go by way 
of the Suez Canal to Kobe, Yokohama, and 
Nagasaki. This is a new line of commercial 
industry, but one which promises greater 
activity in the future, judging from the fol. 
lowing Treasury record of cotton exports 
from the United States to Japan, heretofore 
chiefly from Pacific ports: 18938, 793,242

The importance of Galveston 
as a shipping port has been greatly increased 
thereby, though it is but one of the four 
Texas customs districts, the others being 
Paso del Norte, Corpus Chiist!, and Saluria. 
Galveston is now seventh in the list of ports 
of the United States in respect to the busi- 
ness done, New York being, of course, first, 
Boston second, New Orleans third, Balti- 
more fourth, Philadelphia fifth, and San 
Francisco sixth. In respect to the imports, 
however, Galveston occuples an almost in- 
significant position, with a total of less than 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of the total volume 
of foreign trade, while its exports are in ex- 
cess of 5 per cent of the total amount shipped 
from the United States. In this particular 
it exceeds both Philadelphia and Sam Fran- 
cisco and is fifth among American shipping 
points, a condition of affairs due to the eon- 
stant increase in the shipments of cotton.

“Consent of Governed” Humbug. 

The opinion of the white people in the 
Southern States is that, so far as the ne- 
groes are concerned, the theory of the 
**consent of the governed’’ doesgnot ap- 
ply. This is not only thefr opinion, but 
they are determined that practically the 
theory shall not have any such application. - 
The plan of virtually disfranchising the 
negroes, adopted by constitutional pro- 
-visions in States where the colored popu- 
lation is large proportionately, will be ex- 
tended to all in’ which there is the re- 
motest possibility of the negro’s gaining 
control, 

Under the theory of the “‘ consent of the 
governed,” the negro citizens of South 
Carolina, for instance, should govern that 
State, for they are largely in the majority 
of the population, the colored in 1890 being 
689,141 to 462,008 whites. According to 
that theory South Carolina ought to be a 
negro commonwealth, and the white peo- 
‘ple should take a back seat in the govern-

Democrats of the South, supported by Dem- 
ocrats of the North, made it a cardinal 
principle of their politics that the consent 
of these governed slaves should not be 
asked, and that the rule should be for the 
white man only. Ever since emancipation 
and the admission of the n to the 
franchise the Democratic party at the 
South has demanded that the negroes be 
deprived of the opportunity to gain polit- 
ical superiority, and it has proceeded to 
shut them out from the exercise of the 
franchise by artfully prepared .constitu- 
tional amendments. The States which have 
thus disfranchised the negro citizens, more- 
over, continue to wield power in the elect- 
oral vote for President and in the House 
of Representatives on the basis of their 
whole population, black and white.” There- 
fore, while the “ consent of the governed” 
has been denied to their negro citizens, the 
white citizens have gained largely in their 
proportionate influence in national affairs 
in consequence of such denial. A vote in 
South Carolina, for instance, now counts 
more than two votes tn New York, so far 
as concerns the election of President and 
legislation in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

We are not now discussing the rights and 
wrongs of the matter; we are merely recit- 
ing facts. Yet much of the loudest cry 
about the “consent of the governed,” as a 
theory righteously and necessarily applica- 
ble to the Philippines, comes from South- 
ern Democrats in Congress. 

Chinese, Japanese, all Asiatic races, 
moreover, are excluded from naturalization 
.by our laws, and therefore from the benefit 
ofthe principle of the “ consent of the gov- 
erned.”” Yet, now that we have acquired 
possession of territory inhabited by them, 
the hearts of some of the men who were 
most strenuous in demanding that it should 
be denied to them are bleeding because 
their consent to having us conquer the ter- 
ritory from the sovereignty of Spain was 
not asked.—New York Sun.

or a crank. The letters were imperfectly 
copied, it is supposed, and the professor was 
in some instances obliged to guess a little at 
the connection: The runic marks indicating 
the date, as they were copied, might mean 
either 1862 or 1462, though either is old 
enough to make the stone, if genuine, of 
wonderful archzlogical value. Professor 
Curme says there are enough new things 
in the inscriptions, apparently, to fill a book. 

The stone was found last November three 
miles from Kensington, Minn., by Ole Ohman 
and his two sons, Ole and Edward, while 
they were grubbing for a field in a drain 
marsh. Its rectangular shape, which made 
it look like an old fashioned tombstone, first 
attracted attention. Afterwards the three 
men noticed the characters and carried it to 
their home. After scratching the dirt off the 
characters they concluded it had some value, 
and they told the Methodist minister about 
it. He advised them to write to Northwest- 
ern University about it, and in that way 
Professor, Curme heard of it. . 

The man whocopiedthe runic characters did 
not understand them, and of course did not 
know the value of all themarks. But Pro- 
fessor Curme has made a free translation of 
the inscriptions which indicates the’ stone 
marked the burial place of a Norseman, 

Inscriptions on the Tablet. 
Translated into English the inscription on 
the face reads: 
0-0-0 0-0-9 
A company of Norsemen are out on an ex- 
dition of discovery from the Vinland of 
e West. We had a camp along with two 
boats a day's north from this stone. 
We go out da ly to fish. One day after we 
came home we found a man red with blood 
? and dead. Good by. escue from fire. 
-0--0—- 

On the edge of the stone is thisinscription: 


Has one ever had a friend such as we had? 
‘Now on our ,way to look after our ship, 
fourteen days’ journey, from this island. 


There are many peculiarities about the in- 
scriptions. The word translated “ good-by ”’ 
is the Latin word “ ave.”’ asalutation usual- 
ly translated into the English word “ hail.” 
In the inscription the first two letters are 
Roman and the third is runic, the word being 
written ‘‘ AVM.” Professor Curme admits 
that this is unusual, but it is explainable, he 
says, by the fact that the Norsemen were 
sailors who knew a few Roman characters. 

Another curiosity of the inscription is a 
combination in one place of the Roman “OO” 
and runic A," the latter within the “0.” 
The runic “A” is a cross. The character 
has the umlaut, or two dots, over it, and 
Professor Curme thinks whoever wrote it 
was trying to express a “ round” sound of 
the runic ‘“ A.”’ The Vikings would natural- 
ly call America “ Vinland.”’ 

Although Professor Curme has made his 
study thus far from a rough transcription, he 
is pretty firmly convinced there is something 
in it. He has found nothing that would in- 
dicate the stone is a hoax. Some ofthe con- 
structions fail to agree in age with the 
— characters, but even that is explain- 
able. 

The moment the stone is received several 
archeologists who have béen notified by 
Professor Curme are ready to pounce down 
om it. One professor, not connected with the 
Northwestern University, who cannot be 
fooled on the age of a stone, will be given a 
chance to say how long it has been burled, 
and all the wiseacres in Chicago and vicinity 
will try to find out whether it is what it 
seems to be. Photographs will be made of 
the inscriptions, and sent to all the universt- 
ties and museums for the professors to pon- 
der over. 

Professor Curme had some trouble over 
the phrase, “‘ rescue from fire,” on the face 
inscription, and this may be changed. The 
only explanation is that “ fire.” means fires 
of hell, and that it was a sort of farewell in- 
vocation over the dead. The mound island 
where the stone was discovered could have 
been reached easily by water from Lake 
‘Superior 500 years ago, as the level of the 
lake at that time was much higher than it 
is now. Professor Curme has been con- 
nected with Northwestern University for 
three years. He is a graduate of Michigan

“The decision maintains the statute does 
not incur indebtedness for any city or coun- 
ty,”’ Corporation Counsel Thornton said, 
“and consequently is not in conflict with 
that provision of the constitution specifying 
that indebtedness shall not be incurred for 
any municipality in excess of the 5 per cent 
limit. This was the principal point on which 
the contest was made, and the decision 
covers this and all other points thoroughly. 
Unless the Supreme Court reverses the de- 
cision there will be no escape from the judg- 
ments which have been pending a decision 
in this case.’’ 

Salient paragraphs of the decision are as 
follows: 

The only question at issue on the trial was the 
constitutionality of the statute declared upon, and 
the court in its rulings upon propositions of law 
submitted by counsel for the respective parties de- 
cided in favor of the validity of the act. The cor- 
rectness of that ruling is the only point presented 
for our G@ecision. Statutes similar to ours have 
been enforced in England, as well as in several of 
the States of this country, for many years, and 
have uniformly been upheld by the courts. The 
constitutional right of Legislatures to enact such 
laws under our form of government has been fre- 
quently challenged in the courts of last resort, and 
our attention is called to no case denying that au- 
thority. The general principle on which these 
laws are held to be within the general scope of the 
legislative power is stated in County of Allegheny 
vs. Gibson, 00 Pa. St., 897. 

Except that of the State of Maryland all the atat- 
utes of this character, so far as we can ascertain, 
like our own, fix the liability of the municipality 
without reference to its ability or exercise of dili- 
gence to prevent the destruction, and@ that feature 
has not been considered by any of the courts 
passing upon the question as an objection to their 
validity. In County of Allegheny vs. Gi 
supra it was said: 

** It may seem a-harsh rule to hold a community 
responsible for the effects of mob violence, which 
apparently at least they had no power to prevent; 
yet not more so than to hold every inhabitant of 
the English hundred liable for robbery of which 
he knew nothing and had no means of arresting. 
In both cases it is a police regulation. It is based 
on the theory that with proper vigilance the act 


._ might and ought to heve been prevented.’’ 


Keeping in mind that the passage of this and 
similar laws is for the better government of the 
State—is a mere police regulation—sections 9 and 
10 of the constitution in no way limit the power 
of the General Assembly to enact them. There is 
still less reason for the contention that section 12 
is such a limitation. By no possible construction 
can it be held to create a debt against municipal 
corporations of amy particular amount, much less 
of an amount exceeding the constitutional limit. 
We certainly cannot be asked to assume that 
every county amd city in the State would be com- 
pelled to become indebted by its enforcement to 
an amount including existing indebtedness ex- 
ceeding 5 per cent of the value of its taxable prop- 
erty in ordér to justify a holding against the 
validity of the debt. Whether or not the City 
of Chicago was at the bringing of this suit in- 
debted beyond that amcunt is wholly immaterial 
in determining thé constitutionality of the law. 
That question could only arise; if at all, upon a 
proceeding to collect judgment. But aside from 
the foregoing considerations, as already intimated, 
we do not think the act in any proper sense creates 
a debt against cities and counties. It does no 
more than provide that under certain circum- 
stances they shall be liable to owners of prop- 
erty destroyed by mobs and riots. Owners seek- 
ing to recover for such loss must, as in any other 
case, make out their cauge of action by alleging 
and proving all the facts presaribed by the several 
sections of the act. The right of the action is no 
more a debt against the city or a county than 
is the right of recovery against such a municipal- 
tty for any other wrong or injury.

any fault or neglect of duty upon their part, are 
matters for diecussion or decision in passing upon 
its constitutionality. These are questions for the 
Legislature and not for the courts.

- Criticises the Conduct of the Campaign

EORGE KENNAN of Siberian exile 
. fame never fails to make interesting 
reading when he sets his pen to 
paper. The latest demonstration of 
this fact is his ‘‘Campaigning in 
Cuba,” an _ elaboration of his war corre- 
spondence in the Outlook, now brought out 
in book form by the Century company. One 
might imagine that as Mr. Kennan went to 
Santiago with Miss Clara Barton’s Red 
Cross ship State of Texas he would not have 
much to talk about but charity rations and 
hospital scenes. There could be no greater 
mistake: Though Mr. Kennan gives the 
fullest and most graphic description of the 
relief work in Cuba, he also presents the 
martial side of things, and writes a corm- 
plete, thoughtful, and critical account of the 
whole Cuban land campaign. 

Like all correspondents who went to Cuba 
with Shafter, Mr. “Kennan blames that Gen- 
eral for much of the confusion and incom- 
petency marking the campaign. The con- 
gestion at Tampa he ascribes to lack of 
definite plans on the part of the War de- 
partment and its subordinates, but the suf- 
fering and fever epidemic among the 
soldiers at Santiago he lays tersely and for-

For the first time in the history of the na- 
tion a woman has presided over a State 
Legislature in active session.

FIGHT COLD IN THE GHETTO. 


Hard Struggles of the Settlement’s Poor 
During the Period of Zero 
Weather. 


The day which ushered in the end of 
the cold weather was greeted in the 
Ghetto as a veritable day for thanksgiv- 
ing; for here the tyrannical frost king 
did just about as he pleased. There 
was no opposition. The ramshackle tene- 
ments, fiimsy and tottering, could not 
bid him nay. It has been a long and hard 
fight for life against poverty, hunger, and 
cold, 

Charity was busy in the Ghetto; she saved 
ijves by the score and prevented untold sick- 
ness and suffering. From the experience 
gleaned by long life and observation in the 
Ghetto, E. F. Glickman knew that the 
most important of all things—more impor- 
tant even than food—was the placing of coal 
within the reach of the poorest. It was his 


idea to do charity without making paupers. 


He wished to sell coal at a nominal sum, to 
give it away and deiude people with the idea 
that they were paying for it. He tried to 
interest others in his plan. The first one 
whom he consulted was City Clerk Loeffier. 
He was the last one whom he consulted. Mr. 
Loeffier told Mr. Glickman to go no further— 
he would bear the whole cost himself. 

A store on the corner of Barber and Jeffer- 
son streets, which is the heart of the large 


Ghetto, was rented for the distributing cen- : 


ter, and two men were hired for the handling 
of the fuel. Coal was advertised at five cents 
a bushel, which is just a fourth of wnat re- 
tailers seli it, and just half of what it costs, 
without reckoning the extra expense of 
handling. No more than five bushels were to 
be sold at a time. Those who were too poor to 
pay were given the coal free, 

When the below zero weather wrought 
havoc in the Ghetto, the benefits of Mr. 
Loeffier’s charity began to be appreciated 
to the full; poor people whom the county 
could not reach, who were too proud to beg, 
who did not wish their names inscribed as 
paupers, brought their five cents and walked 
away with their precious burden. The coal 
rarely had a chance to reach the inside of 
the store; it was carried away as fast as it 
fell from the wagons on the sidewalks. 
Twenty-five tons a day seemed but a single 
coal in the bin. During the last two wecks 
over fifty tons were given away; and thus 
for the maintenance of the charity has cost 
$1,400. 

Between the hours of 6 and 8 tn the morn- 
ing, and between 4 and 6 in the afternoon, 
the buying was especially active; for then 
the school children were at liberty and they 
could do what the bread-winners of the 
family had not time to do. Some cf the 
little tots were unable to carry the whole 
amount at once and they made four and five 
trips to the bushel. All day long old men 
and old women were seen staggering 
through the squalid streets of the Ghetto 
with the heavy sacks on their backs, almost 
broken under the heavy weight. Slight, 
puny women, apparently unable to lft a 
stick of wood from the ground, set their 
teeth firmly and wavered along homeward 
with the life-giving burden on their backs. 

“Another shoveful, for the love of God,” 
was often the piteous prayer. And that 
prayer seldom, if ever, went unanswered, for 
the law was to give freely and ask no ques- 
tions. At midnight, in the small hours of 
the morning, when the cold was sharpest 
and most unbearable, men and women came 
crying to the house of the clerk in charge 
of the coal and exhorted him to arise and 
let them have another bushel; their families 
were ing to déath, they must have it. 

More than one sufferer said plaintively 
and fervently, when the name of the charita- 
ble donor Was mentioned: “‘ God send him 
a long life. May he never know the misery 
and want and pain that has been ours.” 

A bushel of coal that cost five cents sup- 
plied the entire fuel for more than one large 
family during an entire day, and, small and 
insignificant as the sum may seem, it was 
gathered together with no little difficulty 
and trouble. Ghetto folk are proud for the 
most part, and many of them would rather 
suffer agony—even death—than r or ac- 
cept charity. 

A small kitchen stove usually supplied all 
the heat for the four or five rooms that go 
to make up a household, and here the whole 
family huddled and clustered. The air 
was always impure and suffocating rather 
than warm and comfortable, for the one 
necessary thing was to prevent the cold from 
entering—to exclude the fresh air—and to 
this end every chink and crack was stuffed 
up with rags and paper. The extra expense 
for fuel had to be met somehow, and gen- 
erally it was paid for by the diminishing 
of the food supply. Coarse bread, onions, 
and water furnished the meager subsistence

‘MARQUISE DE PONTENOY’S LETTER.

If I were the new President of France the 
first thing that I would do would be to get 
rid of M. Dupuy as Premier. For he is de- 
cidedly fatal in that office to the Chief 
trates of France. 

There is no doubt he {s responsible for the 
death of Carnot. For just previous to the 
latter’s fateful trip to Lyons Dupuy in his 
capacity of Premier and Minister of the In- 
terior dismissed on the pretext of economy 
the entire special corps of picked detectives 
and police officials that until that moment 
had been intrusted with the personal safety

Mme, Carnot protested in the strongest

Under the pretext of providing for the lat- 
ter’s safety he caused him to be shadowed 


finally placed Premier Dupuy in the posses- 
sion of a secret that involved not only the 
domestic happiness of the Periers, but like- 
wise the honor and reputation of another 
high family. Sooner than risk these 
Perier resigned. 

Dupuy since the fall of the Brisson Cabi- 
net is known to have made President Faure’s 
life a burden to him. While Meline was in 
office as Premier, Faure was permitted to 
play a role, and to take a leading part in 
the affairs of the nation, much the same as 
if he were an actual sovereign. 

But when Dupuy became Premier, in spite 
ef the reluctance of Faure, the latter was 
snubbed in every respect by the masterful 
Prime Minister, restricted to the role of a 
mere figurehead, and humiliated almost 
daily. Moreover, there is much reason to 
believe that the campaign recently instituted 
in the press throughout the country against 
the President’s family,’ together with the 
threats of laying bare a number of family 
skeletons, had its origin at the Ministry of 
the Interior, and it was worry and anxiety

It is needless to add that she will inherit 
a colossal fortune. Her mother, who before 
her death was the Countess Rosebery,. as 
only daughtér and sole heiress of Baron 
Meyer Rothschild, having been the weal*h- 
jest of all the Rothschild women. The Jew- 
ish type, let me add, is accentuated in the 
features of Lady Peggy and of her eldest 
sister. 

Lord Crewe, her future husband, is well) 
known in the United States, though under a@ 
different name. It was as Bobby Miines 
that he accompanied his father, Lord 
Houghton to the United States and spent a 
number of months here, being extensively 
entertained. 

He is about 40 years of age, but looks so 
much younger that the disparity of age 
would not be apparent were it not for the 
fact that his eldest daughter by his first 
marriage, Lady Anabel Milnes, is but one 
year younger than his bride. 

He is possessed of a large fortune, mainly 
inherited from his uncle, the Ear! of Crewe, 
and his income at the present moment 
amounts $250,000. 

It was as Lord Houghton, however, he 
served a term as Viceroy of Ireland under 
the Gladstone administration, and his reign 
at Dublin was rendered memorable by the 
cruel manner in which his court was boy- 
cotted, both by the English and Irish aris- 
tocracy, even by his own relatives, owing 
to their opposition to the home rule policy 
of Mr. Gladstone, 

Lord Crewe is a graceful writer of verse, 
hes figured with no small success as an 
owner of race horses on the turf, and has 
undertaken several hunting expeditions after 
big game in the interior of Africa. Heisa 
particular friend of the Prince of Wales and 
of the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire, and 
it is probable when Lord Rosebery forms 
his next Cabinet his son-in-law, Lord Crewe, 
will have a seat therein. 3 

Let me add that there are rumors in Lon- 
don to the effect that Lord Rosebery may be- 
come the husband of Lord Crewe’s daughter, 
Lady Anabel Milnes. In that event the re- 
lationship between the two peers, who are 
nearly of the same age, would become de- 
cidedly mixed. For they would be each 
other’s father-in-law. 

Talking of Lord Crewe always reminds 
me of an amusing incident which took place 
during his Viceroyalty of Ireland. Crossing 
from Dublin to Holyhead one day he met 
on board the boat the present Duchess of 
Devonshire, then Duchess of Manchester. 

Imagining no doubt that he was still amid 
the gloomy magnificence of his Viceregal 
court he did not rise, but graciously beck- 
oned to the Duchess to take a seat, and was 
even affable enough to indicate the axact 
chair adjacent to him, where he was pleased 
to permit her to sit by a Viceregal pat with 
two fingers. 

Although the Viceroys of Ireland are treated 
at Dublin with almost as much ceremony 
and etiquette as if they were Princes of the 
blood, the Duchess was rather taken aback 
by the condescending manner of the young 
Viceroy, whom she had known from baby-. 
hood. She complied, however, with the sig- 
nal, and during the three hours’ trip across 
the Irish Channel exerted herself to be pleas- 
ant. 

But the moment she set foot on shore at 
Holyhead she considered her duty fulfilled. 
For his Excellency, the Viceroy of Ireland, is 
nothing but a plain, ordinary, every-day 
peer in England, and it was with an impera- 
tive ring in her voice that she turned to him 
and exclaimed: 

‘* Here, Bobby, bring me my dressing bag, 
please, and now run ahead like a good boy 
and secure me a compartment.”’ 

Princess Alice of Bourbon, wife of Prince 
Schoenburg Waidenburg and daughter of 
Don Carlos, has been robbed of all her jewels 
at Viareggio, and the Italian police after 
careful investigation insist that the culprit 
it not an outsider, but a member of the en- 
tourage of her Royal Highness. 

Nor are they to be blamed for this view tn 
connection with the robbery. On the last 
occasion that their services were invoked 
by the family of Don Carlos to discover and 
arrest the perpetrator of a theft it was ulti- 
mately ascertained that the magnificently 
jeweled insignia of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece, which Don Carlos insisted had been 
stolen from him, had in reality been pawned 
by one of the officers of his household by his 
orders to obtain the money needed to settle 
the claims which were making the existence 
of Don Carlos a burden to him. 

The police on the present occasion do not 
go so far as to charge Don Carlos with hav- 
ing stolen the jewels of his daughter. But 
they hint as much when they recommend her 
to seek the thief among the members of her 
immediate entourage.

Should Be Taught to Cook, Sew, and 


Study of Changes in Economic Con- 
ditions—Chicago Grade Teachers’

Chicago women interested in the questions 
discussed by the Rev. Dr. Wiliam dG. 
Rainsford of St. George's Church, New 
York, before the Comsumers’ league in 
Brooklyn and in interviews, declare that 
his remarks indicate that he has not made 
a thorough study of the conditions which 
he condemns, but that he has jumped lamely 
to conclusions. 

ericans girls are the worst 
I know of,” said the Rev. Dr. orton y 
“Whose fault is it? I don’t know. The 


| mothers? Not entirely, nor the girls’ entire- 


ly. Partly the fault of both. Every girl 
ought to be taught in school to make her 
own clothes, to keep house, and to cook. 
She ought to learn all these things im 
school. Not one in a hundred girls is able 
to do these things. If men insisted on girls 
being able to cook and sew, marriages would 
succeed more often.”’ 

Such statements, it is held, represent the 
result of mere surface observations of a 
change in domestic economy. The Rev. Dr. 
Rainsford, it is said, has observed that the 
present day American girl cannot bake 
bread as her grandmother could, cannot 
make her own gowns, cannot cook, and 
does not know much about the care of a 
household. Observing this he considers it 
@ cause of the unwillingness of both sexes 
to enter matrimony. 

“The women could not go back to the 
old order of things if they desired to,’’ 
said Mrs. Charles Henrotin of the IllMnois 
Consumers’ league. ‘‘ They cannot fight 
economic principles. Woman does not un- 
derstand her position now and the men have 
given it no thought. In the evolutions of 
the trades and industries underlying the 
household, woman has ceased to be a pro- 
ducer und has become the consumer. Men 
do not understand it and to them the woman 
represents merely the spender of money. 
The woman herself looks at the question 
in the same light, not realizing the changes 
which have been wrought. 4 


Advantage in Buying Bread. 

“ For example, it would not pay a woman 
to bake her own bread. She can buy it at 
the baker’s for less than it would cost to 
bake it herself. What object is it to her 
that she should know how to do what is no 
longer n sary for her to do? It is be- 
coming so in all things wanted for the 
household. It is the time of specialization. 
It is cheaper and better to buy of the pro- 
ducers who make a specialty of particular 
articles and commodities than for the house- 
wife to make them. 

** What is necessary is for woman to un- 
derstand her new position. She is the con- 
sumer of the household, the General who 
directs the expenditure of money for do- 
mestic purposes. at she needs is the 
knowledge of how/to spend this money to 
the best purpose, not the ability to do things 
no longer necessary for her to do. 

*“ But this is not.understood, and men who 
see that their wives are spending the money 
do not appreciate their position in the 
household economics. Formerly ® was the 
man who was the consumer. In New Eng- 
land towns you can even now hear a good 
— characterized as a ‘good pro- 
vider.’ 

“It is a mtsunderstanding of the tmpor- 
tance and dignity of the woman’s new role 
in social economics that causes the reluc- 
tance, in some measures, to enter early into 
matrimony. The young girl is probably a 


wage-earner. She has been making money, 


and she hesitates to assume a position in 


which she considers herself degraded to 
the position of a mere spender of money. 


Women should understand the t 
towards specialization_and take ad@vantage 


of it. There should be, in Chicago, for in-

SENATOR HAWLEY WINS BY A VOT® 
OF 44 TO 26. 


Belief That Thie Action Disposes of | 

Anti-Scalping Measure for the Pres- 

ent Session—After Securing Right 

of Way for Military Measure Con- 

sent Is Given for Action on Post- 

| office Appropriation—Payment to 
Spain. 


‘Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—During 
most six hours this afternoon the postoffice 
appropriation bill was under discussion in 
the Senate, the time being consumed large- 
ly by Mr. Butler [Populist, N. Ag and Mr. 
Pettigrew [silver Republican, D.], in an 
amendment providing that the yore com- 
missidn should present its final report to 
Congress and go out of existence by March 
1, 1900. 

Falling after many trials to obtain unan- 
dmous consent for the insertion of the amend- 
ment in the bill, Mr. Putler permitted it to 
come to a vote. It was defeated, 27 to 1% 
Agreement was reached to vote on the bill 
and amendments at 2 o’clock tomorrow. 

At 2 o'clock Mr. Hawley, chairman of the 


Military Affairs committee, moved to take 


up the army reorganization bill, unanimous 
consent having been refused to take up the 
measure without displacing the unfinished 
business—the anti-scalping bill.

CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Succession to W. H. Truesdale on the 
Rock Island — Export and 
Through Shipments. 


President Purdy of the Rock Island de- 
clines to state what steps have been taken to 
secure a successor .to Vice President and 
General Manager W. H. Truesdale, who re- 
tires from the service of this company on 
March 1 to assume the Presidency of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western rail- 
Way company. That his successor practi- 
cally has been selected is not denied at the 
company’s offices, and it is also admitted 
it will be some one who is now in theservice 
of the company or some affiliated line. 

The general opinion is that Hiram 8. 

Cable, a son of R. R. Cable, chairman of the 
Board of Directors, will be made Vice Pres- 
ident, and that either W. I. Allen, now As- 
sistant General Manager of the Rock Island, 
or Robert Williams, Vice President and 
General Superintendent of the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids and Northern, of whose Board 
of Directors R. R. Cable also is chairman, 
will be appointed General Manager. 
Hiram 8S. Cable is a young man of excellent 
abilities and has had ten years’ thorough 
training in railroad service. He was for 
several years General Manager of the Pike's 
Peak Cog road and is at present Vice Pres- 
ident of the Rock Island and Peoria, with 
headquarters at Rock Island. Mr. Allen is 
one of the best operating railroad officials 
in the West, and has been connected with 
the train service of the ROck Island for many 
years. Mr. Williams also enjoys an excel- 
lent reputation, and is not only a first-class 
operating man, but has had some experience 
in traffic affairs. He stands high in the esti- 
mation of R. R. Cable. 

Export and through shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago to the 
Atlantic seaboard by the ten east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 101,110 tons, 
against 107,800 tons for the week previous 
and 138,479 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
17,432 tons, against 18,039 tons last year; 
grain, 69,105 tons, against 104,763 tons; pro- 
visions, 14,573 tons, against 15,677 tons. Per- 
centages carried by the various roads were 
as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 43.8; Big 
Four, 6.7: Chicago and Erie, 12.5; Grand 
Trunk, 13.8; Lake Shore, 10.4; Michigan Cen- 
tral, 10.9; Nickel Plate, 9.5; Pan-Handle, 
2.6; Fort Wayne, 15.4; and Wabash, 4.4. 

Western Passenger association lines are 
wrestling with a proposition to increase the 
minimum number of miles to be traveled 
under the interchangeable mileage system. 
The special committee which has the mat- 
ter under consideration is ready to report, 
and, it is expected, will recommend that 
the minimum mileage be increased from 
2,000 to 3,000 miles. It has been suggested 
the minimum be raised to 5,000 miles, but 
this, itis thought, would be too great a jump, 
and a compromise will probably be effected 
on a 3,000-mile basis. 

The recent order of the Baltimore and Ohio 
for 5,000 steel coal cars, to be built by the 

Pressed Steel company and the Carnegie 
company, brings the total purchases by the 
receivers up to 30,394 since March 1, 1896. 
The locomotive purchases during that time 
have been 216, of which about twenty are 
still to be delivered. The company has also 
purchased ‘five postal cars, ten express cars, 
ten combination cars, and six dining cars.

The 
Supreme Court holds these exemptions un- 
constitutional.

This is only one of several cases the rev- 
enue agent has pending against the Illinois 
Central, the total claims amounting to 
nearly one and a half million dollars.

Quincy, TIL, 20.—[Special.]—The 


Quincy Belt Line Railroad and Terminal 
company, incorporated at Springfield today, 
is intended to solve the problem of railroad 
entrance into Quincy. 

It will build a belt line around the city 
and will provide a route through the city 
for the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
road, when it builds east from Quincy in 
its plan to reach Chicago. 

Quincy, Carrollton and St. Louis, 
formerly the Litchfield, Carrollton and West- 
ern, is also planning to extend its line to 
Quincy, and the Belt line will give that road 
an entrance into the city and terminal facil- 


ities. 


New Capital in Wheeling & Lake Erie.

ARMOUR ADDS TO GIFTS. 


BESTOWS $750,000 IN REALTY AND SE- 
CURITIES ON THE INSTITUTE. | 


Permanent Endowment Is Thus In- 
creased to $2,000,000 and the Annual 
Income from This Source to $100,- 
000—New Property Will Be Used to 
Increase Facilities and Extend 
Scope as a School of Technology— 
Dr. Gunsaulus Outlines Prospects. 


Armour Institute, through the generosity 
of its founder, Philip D. Armour, was the 
recipient yesterday of real estate and se- 
curities valued at $750,u00, which will be 
used in increasing its facilities and expand- 
ing its scope as a schoo! of technology. The 
gift includes sixty lots lying north of the 
institute, estimated to be worth, with their 
improvements, rather more than $250,000, 
and $500,000 in gilt-edged interest-bearing 
securities. 

So unexpected was the gift that it has 
not been fully decided what use will be 
made of the added means of the institute, 
but it has been agreed practically that one 
of the immediate results will be the estab- 
lishment of a complete course in civil en- 
gineering. 

The $500,000 made up of securities will be. 


added to the permanent endowment of the 


institution, increasing it to $2,000,000, and 
raising its income from the endowment 
fund to $100,000 a year instead of $75,000. 
With $25,000 yearly received from tuitions, 
this will give the institute $125,000 annually 
for current expenses, which will increase 
with the annual increase of tuitions and with 
the enhancing value of investments repre- 
senting the endowment. 


Mr. Armour’s Proposition. 

Not until Sunday was Mr. Armour’sinten- 
tion of making this latest gift to Armour 
Institute announced even to the Rev. Dr. 
F. W. Gunsaulus, the President. Then, on 
coming out from the Armour Mission Sunday 
school, Mr. Armour said to Dr. Gunsaulus: 

‘I’ve come to the conclusion, doctor, that 
I want to give something more to the inst- 
tute just at this time. I am going to give 
this property here north of the institute— 
there are about sixty lots—and $500,000 in 
good, solid securities.” 

Dr. Gunsaulus’ surprise would have been 
greater had he not been acquainted with Mr. 
Armour’s manner of doing just such things. 
It recalled to his mind the inception of Ar- ‘ 
mour Institute, when, after hearing him 
express from the pulpit of Plymouth Church 
certain ideas of what the community needed, 
Mr. Armour said to him: 

** Now, if you have the time tp go ahead 
and manage this thing 1 have the money, and 
will be glad to give it to start a school.”’ 

And within half an hour Mr. Armour had 
agreed to give $1,500,000 to found Armour 
Institute and Dr. Gunsaulus had promised 
to give his time to the work. 

From that beginning Armour Institute has 
grown rapidly and has become recognized 
as one of the important institutions ot the 
country in the sphere of manual training 
and the technical arts. Dr. Gunsaulus re- 
gards it equalin its educational advantages 
to any technical school in the country in the 
engineering courses already established— 
those of mechanical, electrical, and chemical 
engineering. He regards it also as equally 
well equipped for instruction in architecture, 
and says that in all these branches it will 
rank with Cornell University, the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology; and Ste- 
vens Polytechnic Institute. 


Dr. Gunsaulus’ Forecast. 

“But what Armour Institute is today,” 
said Dr. Gunsaulus, “I believe is only a 
beginning of what it will be in the near fu- 
ture. I fully expect to see it become the 
foremost technical school in the world It 
cannot be stated definitely at this time just 
what changes will be made on account of 
the new gift by Mr. Armour, but it is cer- 
tain there will’ be no wide branching out— 
no attempt to make of Armour Institute a 
university. I believe there will be improve- 


‘ments made in the courses in literature, 


the modern languages, and more especially 
in the course in political science. The lat- 
ter I consider important as an element in 
the Americanization of the students, and 
training them for a better citizenship 
through making them acquainted with 
forms and theories of government and the 
advantages of the United States and its in- 
stitutions. 

** One important change which surely will 
be made willbe the addition of a complete 
course in civil engineering. The equipment 
of the institute for instruction in mechan- 
ical and electrical engineering I regard al- 
ready as unexcelled anywhere. There will 
be, also, additions to the library. The gift 
will be an immediate help in many ways, 
for we are overcrowded and overtaxed in 
every department. 

“It cannot be stated yet whether any 
portion of this gift not included in the en- 
dowment fund increase will be used for 
the purpose of erecting new buildings, but 
it is likely this will come about in the near 
future. The work of the institute certainly 
needs more room, and there will be no more 
delay than is necessary in making the $250,- 
000 worth of réal estate productive of bene- 
fit to the institution.”’ 

The real estate conveyed to the institute, 
lying along Armour avenue and north of 
Thirty-third street, is largely improved 
brs residences and small business proper- 

es, 

The work at Central Church, which Dr. 
Gunsaulus will enter the first Sunday of 
March, will not interfere in any way with 
his work at Armour Institute, nor will that 
interfere with the work of Central Church. 


For Down-Town Influence. 

“TI look forward eagerly,’’ said Dr. 
Gunsaulus, “ to the time when Armour In- 
stitute shall broaden its influence, and 
reach even the down-town district, where I 
think there is the greatest need of a new 
center for helpfulmess. The time will come 
when some man will be moved, as Mr. Ar- 
mour has been moved, to the making of this 
gift, to create in the heart of Chicago, right 
down here in the business center, a great in- 
stitutio at will offer to young men better 
and more }ttractive opportunities for self- 
improve t than they now find for degra- 
dation i e all-night saloons, which are 
for many homeless onés the only places ac- 
cessible. There should be lectures and en- 
tertainments, concerts, halls where organi- 
zations.and classés of young men could meet. 
To such an institution in the down-town dis 
trict 1 believe Armour Institute in time 
would send many teachers, who would help 
in its work. And when we know just what 
we want, and have such an institution all 
planned in our minds, I believe the means to 
carry the plans through will be ready. Some 
man who has millions will see the opportu- 
nity and take advantage of it.” 

Armour Institute, to which the gift of 
three-quarters of a million dollars was 
made, besides its advanced courses in ‘en- 
gineering and architecture, has a four years’ 
preparatory course in manual training and 
Sciences leading up to the engineering 
courses, It has also large kindergarten 
training and household economy depart- 
ments, in which have been made some of its 
most marked steps of progress. It has ut 
present an attendance in all departments of 
1,240 students.

Representatives from Cook Return to 


Springfield to Force Speedy Ac- 
tion—Outline of Plans. 


In the event Cook County's Representa- 
tives at Springfield carry out their promises 
there will be lively and definite action on 
street railway legislation this week. They 
left for the capital last night fully deter- 
mined to do something without further de- 
lay that will bring matters to a climax. 
Senator O. F. Berry came up from Carthage 
yesterday and was in conference with other 
members of the legislative combine which 
decides the majority's action on all im- 
portant measures. They decided the Senate 
committee bill, which comes up on second 
reading this morning, should be amended 
and put through, provided it can be done. 
Otherwise what is known as the Hall repeal 
bill will be pushed. 

This provides simply for repeal of the 
It was introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Harry Hall of Chicago, and is 
similar to the House bill introduced by 
Representative Sullivan. After its passage 
the only thing that can be done will be to 
reénact the old horse and dummy act, with 
an amendment legalizing the use of electric 
and cable motive powers. 

The demand of politicians, especially the 


party leaders, is so great for repeal of the 


Allen law as quickly as possible that it may 


be wiped off the books within the next four 
days. 


Two weeks from today the Republican 
city convention to nominate a candidate 


for Mayor will be held. Party managers say 


the campaign is being handicapped by 


failure of the Legislature to get rid of the 


Allen law. They want that matter disposed 
of before -the nominations are made. 


AMENDMENT TAKEN TO CAPITAL 


City and County Consolidation Measure 
to Be Introduced in Both Houses 
at Springfield Today. 


The amendment to the State constitution, 
prepared by the subcommittee of the Civic 
federation and looking to a consolidation 
ot the city and county governments, was 
carried to Springfield yesterday morning by 
Representative J. R. Newcomer; and is to 
be introduced in both branches of the Gen- 
eral Assembly today. The amendment, | 
which was first published last week, gives 
the Legislature authority to allow the con- 
solidation of the various forms of govern- 
ment which may exist in the same territory, 
like the county, town, and city governments 
in Chicago and Cook Coynty, in case it is 
desired by the majority of the voters resi- 
dent therein. When the matter comes be- 


fore the committees the Civic federation 
will send a large delegation to Springfield. 


DEAN JUDSON ON EXPANSION. 


University of Chicago Professor Holds 
Up to Ridicule Idea of Self-Gov- 
ernment by Filipinos. 


Arguments of those who have opposed ex- 
nsion as related to the disposition to be 


swered yesterday*by Dean Harry Pratt Jud- 


dress, which was the second of a series be- 
gun recently by Professor von Holst, who 
took the opposite ground. 

Dean Judson held up to ridicule the theories 
of those who have advocated self-govern- 
ment for the Filipinos. , 

“The natives of the islands are half chfid 
and half tiger,’ said he, “‘ and even now are 
stripping and mutilating our dead soldiers. 
They have no experience in self-government, 
and the only standards they have ever 
known have been derived from Spanish mis- 
rule. The words of a Malay or Hindoo are 
never worth their face value, as all Eu- 
ropean nations in the far East have found. 

‘‘In making terms of peace the President 
found himself confronted, in the words of a 
distinguished opponent of his policy, not 
with a theory, but with a condition. We 
were at war with Spain. In the legitimate 
operation of that war our fleet had destroyed 
the Spanish squadron at Manila and our land 
forces had captured the city and its gar- 
rison. The Spanish power in the island was 
shattered by American military and naval 
force. “ 

‘Owing directly to the paralysis of the 
Spanish military power which.sesulted from 
the campaign of Dewey and Merritt, the in- 
surgents were enabled to overrun the in- 
terior of the Island of Luzon and to make 
rapid headway in other islands.”’ 

The speaker said there remained, aside 
from the control of the islands by the United 
States, but two alternatives, which he dis- 
cussed as follows: 

‘‘1. By the treaty of peace the Spanish 
power might have been restored. This was 
possible. But this would have made the 
United States practically the ally of Spain in 
the restoration of her authority over a col- 
ony which had escaped from it. 

‘*2. The archipelago might have been 
turned over to the government established 
by the insurgents in the so-called Philippine 
republic. 

‘‘ This measure would at once invite a vari- 
ety of complications. The insurgents are 
Malays, the main bodies being Tagals in the 
north, and Visayas in the south. They to- 
gether do not form much more than about 
half the whole population of the archipelago. 
The remainder, including many quite bar- 
barous natives, have never had any political 
relation whatever with the Malays. How, 
then, could we expect the sovereignty of the 
Malays, even if they should act together, to 
be adequate to hold the archipelago in order? 
Having destroyed a Spanish hell in those 
islands we could not permit a Malay hell to 


take itd place. 
““We have a ponsibility to the rest of 
the world towa these islands which we 


cannot avoid. If we did not interfere with 
a strong hand to establish peace and order 
in the islands, other nations certainly would, 
and we know well what that means. When 
German or French marines land they land 
to stay, and we know from our own experi- 
ence how near those German marines came 
to landing in the Philippines. One thing pre- 
vented a breach, and that one thing we know 
was the British navy. 

‘Our friends and our enemies who would 
chide us with a breach of the Monroe doc- 
trine do not interpret that doctrine in the 
light of its origin. That doctrine was intend- 
ed to mean that the United States would not 
interfere in the affairs of Europe nor permit 
European nations to interfere with existing 
governments of American States. The Phil- 
ippine Islands are in no wayla part of Eu- 
rope, nor can the Monroe doctrine be 
stretched or interpreted to affect our rela- 
tions with those islands.’’-

The Illinois Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany’s ordinance was passed once more by . 
the City Council, after being again amended 
to meet the wishes of the Mayor. This time 
it is thought to be fixed for good and all and 
that the Mayor will sign it today. 

Mayor Harrison sent in a veto of the IIli- 
nois company’s ordinance, with a sugges- 
tion that it was lacking in a section provid- 
ing for a possible lowering of telephone rates 
in case the Logislature ever gave the Coun- 
cil permission to regulate them. With the 
veto he sent In a copy of the section of the 
Chicago Telephone company’s ordinance 
which covers this point, and suggested it be 
incorporated in the Illinois company’s ordi- 
nance. 

The section provided that nothing in the 
ordinance be construed to deny the right of 
the City Council to regulate telephone rates 
in Chicago in case the Legislature ever gave

Lake Avenue Trolley. 

Mayor Harrison had prepared for trans- 
mission to the Council a veto of the ordi- 
nance giving the Chicago City railway com- 
pany the right to lay tracks for a trolley 
line in Lake avenue from Forty-seventh 
to Fifty-seventh street, giving as his rea- 
son that there was 4 Gispute as to the regu- 
larity of the frontage consents for 300 feet 
of the right of way north df Fifty-first street. 
Aldermen Mavor and Nelson persuaded him, 
however, to withhold the veto, and in its 
stead. Alderman Mavor made a motion, 
which was passed, that the vote by which the 
ordinance was passed be reconsidered.

The dfsputed frontage consents cover three 
stretches of 100 feet each. In one case it 
is claimed the owner received $500 from the 
company for his signature; in another that 
an agent signed without the proper author- 
ity; and in the third that the consent was 
given'by trustees whose authority was lim- 
ited to collecting rent. The understanding 
between the May and the Aldermen from 
the ward was that if this frontage consent 
trouble could be satisfactorily straightened 
out the ordinance could be passed again and 
he would sign it. Otherwise he would veto 
it if it came up again.

| UNITE FOR WAR ON DRAMSHOPS 


Ministers Pledge Support to Anti-Sa- 


loon League Campaign in Illinois— 
Dr. H. H. Russell’s Address. 


Two hundred and fifty Chicago ministers, 
representing the Presbyterian, Baptist, Con- 
gregational, and Methodist denominations, 
yesterday pledged their support to the Na- 
tional Anti-Saloon league campaign in Illi- 
nois. The subject was presented at a union 
ministers’ meeting at the First Methodist 
Church by the Rev. Dr. H. H. Russell of 
Delaware, O., the National Superintendent 
of the league. The Rev. J. Q. A. Henry 
pledged the Law Enforcement league of 
Chicago to work hand in hand with the 
Anti-Saloon league. The Rev. Dr. C. A. Van 
Anda presided. 

Dr. Russell said the methods of the Antt- 
Saloon league were ‘‘ not non-partisan but 
omni-partisan.’’ He continued: 

“The existing laws of Illinois must be en- 
forced from one end of the State to the other. 
The work must be undertaken through and 
by the churches. The old pledge system— 
the signing of pledges in Sunday schools 
and young people’s unions, deliberately and 
intelligently—should be resumed. Monthly 
or quarterly meetings should be held. Let 
the pulpite be heard from on thie question, 
with no uncertain sound, Some pastors, and 
they are not few, are silent from one year’s 
end to another. The question belongs first 
to the church, not first in the political arena. 

“There are two departments in connec- 
tion with the work to be accomplished by the 
league; one to enforce the laws we have— 
the other to work for better laws. We work 
to secure the nomination and election of 
officers who will enforce the law. We must 
support those officeholders politically who 
enforce the laws. Get public sentiment 
where Judge and jury wil! do their duty.’’ 

Dr. Russell said it was wiser to ask for 
no more at one time than there might be 
reason to expect would be granted. He de- 
clared that by successive legislation the 
number of saloons in Ohio had been reduced 
several thousand during the last few years,

HERRON ON “MUNICIPAL IDEAS.” 


Declares Commercialism Has Destroyed 
Every Great City—Granting Away of 
. Public Franchises Is Treason. 


Professor George D. Herron of Iowa Col- 
lege inaugurated yesterday a series of eight 
Monday noon lectures in Central Music Hall 
under the auspices of the National Christian 
Citizenship leagye, taking for his general 
subject, Munitipal Ideas.’”’ He made a 
vigorous attack on monopolies, claiming 
the present commercial spirit is destroying 
the life of the common peoplé. Hesaid: 

“It is in. the city that the ideals of the 
common life can be realized, and only inthe 
city. The city is the communal unit, the 
communal soul. Hence the need of munici- 
pal ideals. It has been the idealists, the 
civic ideals of ideal citizens, that ‘have 
wrought the greatness of every great city. 

“It has been commercialism that has de- 
stroyed the greatness of every great city, 
reduced its glory to shame, and brought on 
its ruin, just as it has been commercialism 
that has destroyed every civilization, every 
State, every faith that has fallen. Money 
against man is the real war of the centuries. 
Organized money, subjecting man to its in- 
terests, is the enemy of liberty from the be- 
ginning. 

“That is a true city, a fit place for citi- 
zens to live in, which surrounds all its citi- 
zens equally with all the benefits of the col- 
lective life and toil. A city which permits 
its revenues to be centralized in the hands 
of the few, so that the few have great hux- 
ury and the many the most enforced sort of 


- toil, which permits itself to be governed by 


sheer economic might, isno fit hapitation for 
man. 

“Any system which puts the people en 
their labor power at the mercy of com- 
mercial classes is simply unpardonable in- 
fidelity to the common life. It is immoral 
and m rous to-make a man’s bread, his 
labor power, the water he drinks, the land 
he made valuable, the public highways he 
surveyed and laid out, a matter of profit. 
Don't you see that if a few men own the 
city they own the citizens? 

‘“‘T am not interested in your discussions 
here as to,whether you shall have fifty or 
twenty-five year franchises. The granting 
away of public franchises of any sort what- 
ever, for any time, is public infidelity—is 
treason to the common life. Private owner- 
ship of public resources is inherently and ele- 
mentally inimical. I am not blaming 
Yerkes for owning the city—l1 am blaming 


you for giving it to him.” 


SALE OF TWO PAPER MILLS. 


Plants at Niles, Mich., Bought In at 
Mortgage Sale by C. A. Chapin 
‘of Chicago. 


Niles, Mich., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The loca] 
plants which have heretofore been known 
as the Ohio Paper company and Niles Paper 
Mill company today at mortgage sale were 
bid in by C. A. Chapin of Chicago for the 
Niles Board and Paper company, an or- 
ganization formed here some weeks ago. 

The Ohio Paper company’s plant brought 
$148,000, while the Niles Paper company’s 
plant was bid in at $47,000. Mr. Chapin was 
the only bidder on the ground. 

The mills will be operated by the pur- 
chasers as heretofore, and no cessation of 
operations will occur. The plants in qucs- 
tion give employment to about 200 men.

Easton, Pa., Feb. 20.—Professor Stephene, 
who was convicted on Saturday of setting 
fire to Pardee Hall, Lafayette College, was 
today sentenced by Judge Scott to servenine 
years in prison. 


DEATH RECORD IS BROKEN. 


Health Department Declares Mortality 
During Week Ending Feb. 18 Great- 
est Recorded in Chicago. 


A total of 604 deaths was recorded by the 
Health department during the week ended 
Feb. 18. This is the greatest number for 
any one week in the history of the city, the 
highest previous being 598 for the week 
ended Jan. 21, 1899. The greatest excess was 
among those beyond middle life, there hav- 
ing been 145 deaths at over 60 years of age, 
this number having been exceeded only 
once before, and that during the week al- 
ready quoted, when there was 153 deaths 
of this age period. 

The principal causes of the increase were 
pneumonia, diseases of the nervous system, 
tuberculosis, and complications of influenza. 
Towards therclose of the week there were 
indications of a decline of the epidemic 
malady, as shown by the death returns, 
there being but five deaths reported during 
the last three days, as against twenty-two 
during the first four days. . 

Health Commissioner Dr. Reynolds says: 
“The only gratifying feature of the mor- 
tality records since the influenza epidemic 
began is the decreage of deaths from the 
acute intestinal diseases. There was only 
one death reported from typhoid fever last 
week, while there were eleven for the same 
week one year ago. I am disposed to at- 
tribute this decrease to the improved qua]l- 
ity of the water supply of the Chicago ayve-

MRS. ROGERS ON STAND. 


DAUGHTER OF THE VICTIM OF THE 
 +POISONER TESTIFIES. 


Seven Witnesses Examined im the 
Adams Inquest in New York With- 
out Throwing Any New Light on the 
Mystery—Kxamination of Woman 
to Be Continued Today, and Then 
Mre. Molineux Will Be Questioned 
as to Her Connection with Affair. 


New York, Feb. 20.—Seven witnesses were 
examined today in the Coroner's investiga- 
tion into the poisoning of Mrs. Kate J. 
Adams, without apparently throwing any 
new light upon the mystery. 

The feature of the day was the testimony 
of Mrs. Rogers, daughter of Mrs. Adams, 
who told the story of her mother’s death as 
it has already been made known. She was 
on the stand when the tnquest was ad- 
journed. She will be cross-examined to- 
morrow, after which Mrs. Molineux will be 
put upon the stand. 

Mrs. Rogers was much agitated, appearing 
to be ill, and the attorneys were not severe 
with her. 

Dr. H. B. Douglass, who attended Barnet 
In his last illness, told the jury that his 
patient did not die of poisoning, though he 


admitted that Barnet told him that he had | 


taken some medicine sent to him ina Kut- 
now powder package. This package, Dr. 
Douglass said, contained cyanide of mercury. 

The doctor insisted that Barnet had had 


“ false’ diphtheria and that his death was 


due to heart failure. 

The District Attorney announced late this 
afternoon that he had not yet decided when 
Cornish would be put on thestand. 

Harry A. King. a stock broker, was the 
first witness. He was the first person to 
whom Cornish showed the poison bottle and 


holder. Mr. King said that on Saturday, 
Dec. 24, at at Knickerbocker Ath- 
letic club. Cornish showed him the 


bottle of bromo seltzer and helder and 
said something about it being a Christmas 
present. King said: ‘‘ Ihavea slight head- 
ache and I think I'll take some.”” Cornish 
pushed the bottle and holder toward him 
and he took it over to the water cooler. 
There was no glass there and no water in 
the cooler, so he returned the bottle and 
holder to Cornish’s desk. : 

Dr. Henry Douglass then told how he had 
diagnosed Barnet’s case as one of diphtheria. 
Barnet improved under treatment, but later 
the witness discovered evidences of mer- 
curial poison. 

Dr. Shunk, a juryman, asked whether 
witness had diagnosed the case as one of 
mercuric poisoning, and he replied that he 
had never thought that mercury had played 
the slightest part in the death of Barnet. 

J. Herbert Ballantyne of Newark, N. J., 
one of the governors of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club, testified he had never heard of 
any trouble between Molineux and Barnet. 

Miss Ada Bates, the nurse who attended 
Barnet in his sickness, said he had never 
spoken to her about poison. He told 
her he had taken a powder which disagreed 
with him. Dr. Douglass told her later there 
must be something wrong with the powder 
and asked her to find the box. 

The note written by Mrs. Molineux, thea 
Miss Cheseborough, was shown to witness 
and she said it was received with a bouquet 
of flowers. Barnet said: ‘I wonder how 
she knew I was sick.’”’ 

David Murdock, a bookseller and station- 
er, from whom Mrs. Rogers, the daughter 
of Mrs. Adams, rented a. private letter box 
under the name of ‘‘ Miss Addeson,’’ test!i- 
fied that ‘‘ Anna V. Addeson ”’ rented a letter 
box from him for three years prior to 1897. 
She received a great many letters, which 
were regularly collected. eS, 

Through a friend of his, Dr. Vidder, he 
subsequently learned that Miss Addeson’s 
name was really Mrs. Rogers. Mrs. Rogers 
became indignant when she discovered that 
her identity was known and withdrew her 
patronage from Mr. Murdock. This hap- 
pened on April 13, 1897. A number of the let- 
ters addressed to her bore the winged foot 
of the New York Athletic club. Mrs. Adams 
frequently called for the mail. 

Mrs. Rogers told of the receipt of the hold- 
er and poison bottle by Cornish, saying the 
handwriting on the wrapper looked to her 
like a woman’s handwriting disguised. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE BLAMED. 


Coroner’s Jury Declares Charles B. 
Mixer’s Life Might Have Been 
Saved by a Physician. 


Christian Science treatment was de- 
nounced yesterday by a Coroner's jury at 
the inquest on the body of Charles B. Mixer, 
who died on Saturday at his home, 462 Day- 
ton street, after a week’s iliness. He was 
not treated by a physician during his sick- 
ness,.and the jury decided that if he had had 
proper medical care he would not have died. 
Mixer was a bookkeeper, and believed in 
Christian Science. His wife proposed call- 
ing a physician, but he Would not consent 
to it. Dr. Noel, Coroner’s physician, found 
Mixer died from inflammation of the mem- 
brane about the heart, induced by pleurisy 
and pneumonia. He was 44 years old 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A bill was recently introduced in the North Da- 
kota Legislature to require fire insurance com- 
panies to pay $200 license for every certificate of 
authority issued by the Insurance Commissioner 
of that State to local agents. The present fee is 
$2, which is about the amount of the fee prevailing 
in other States. 

The $200 license fee proposed for North Dakota 
would relate to the larger cities, $100 being re- 
quired for the smaller cities and $50 for the coun- 
try villages and towns. This license would be 
prohibitive, and it is said the bill was introduced 
in the interest of certain local institutions in North 
Dakota and adjoining States, which wish to drive 
out the other companies and monopolize the busi- 
ness.

New York, Feb. 20.—{Special.J—An assessment 
has been issued on the gtock of the Manhattan 
Fire. The new management says that when the 
assessment is paid in and the reinsurance reserve 
is calculated anew, the company will have a sur- 
plus of $100,000. Extensive cancellations and trim- 
ming down of lines are now going on. 

The report of tne fire patrol for the six months 
ending Dec. 31, 1808, is published today. It shows 
total premiums in the Metropolitan district of 
$1,007,048, as compared with $4,106,338 for the 
last half of 1897. The street is much impressed 
by the figures. Conservative men regard them asa 
powerful argument for the establishment of a tariff 
at the possible date.
